In leville there 
were only some 800 umers, whilst 
in Brockville ther vere 1500 con- 


sumers, in Guelph [¥000 and Brant. 
ford 3200. The was altogether 
too much in compifison with othzr 
places. He also comsicuced: that the 
coal used was in s&cess of what it 
should be for the Zumber of yalions 
of water pumped, although he under- 
stoof that there was nu reduction this 
year in this respeot. Our water rates 
were too high, in fact ‘the whole thing 
is costing us too mrch money. If by 
the Counc'l taking over the manage- 
meni of the works h saving could be 
effected, he would like to see it done. 
The matter might be delegated to a 
amall committce, who could look in- 
to th: matter and report.

Aween North Bay and Rat Portage, 


wrilos H.G, F. in ‘Toronso Star, Itiis 
quite true it was a headquarters Jor 
lumbermen’s supplies, being in’ the 
Peart of the tallest timber standing 
in Ontario.

Five Premicrs present at the con- 
ference undertake to submit to their 
respective governinents at the carli- 
est opportunity a request that such 
measures be taken as may be neces- 
sary to give effect to the principle of 
this resolution. 

A memorandum from the president 
of the Board of Trade shows that 
the premiers were prepared to re 
commend preferential treatment on 
British goods, as follows: 

Canada—The existing preference of 
33 1-3 per cent., and an additional 
preference on selected articles, by re 
ducing the duties in favor of ‘the 
United Kingdom, raising dutics on 
foreign imports and placing dutics 
on certain foreign fiaports now free.

Poastmaster-Genera!t Makes an 
Important Announcsment. 


Sir Willlam MMuleck Tells the Mulock 
Liberal Clab in Torento That. the 
Vostal Service of Canada, Despits the 
Meduction of Postage Kates te Iwe 
Cents, Vays Ite Way—The Labor 
Problem. , 


Toronto, Nov. 4.—When Parliamert 
next mects Sir William Mulock, 
Postinastertienera, will report that 
his department for the first time in 
tne history of Canada is self-sus- 
taining. Sir Willlanr apprised the 
members of the Mulock Club of this 
fact in the cou of an address be 
fore them in St: George’s Hall lasv 
night. 

Sir William, 
history of the present administra- 
tion, went into figures to show what 
increase had been made during the 
Ppaxt six years in railway miteage 
and postal accommodation, and, in 
the course of his remarks), said: 

A Prediction Fulfilled. 

“In 1808, when applying for a re- 
duction in postage, I prophesied a 
loss for the first year or two, but 
after that there would be a gain. 
During that time 1 have been the 
object of many criticisins. Sir Char- 
les Tupper said 1 was guilty of wan- 
ton cruelty in making a reduction 
which would cause n deficit that 
would have to be made up by the 
fariners of the country. And now, 
to-night, gentlemen, I propose to 
give them an answer. * Z 

“Compare our financial results 
with those of 1896, when those fi- 
nancial geniuses of government 
were in command. In that year they. 
had to ask the Government for 
$781,000 to pay the deficit of that 
year. When Parliament next meets 
Ishall not have to ask fcr that 
amouunt, nor half of it, but, in- 
stead, 1 shall sayy to the representa- 
tives of the people in Parliament:

Chicago, Nov. 2.—Manly sympathy 
with a class peculiarly - subject” to 
hardships and temptations is mani- 
fested im this sermon hy Rev. Frank 
De Witt Talmage on the text Nehe- 
miah xili, 20, *‘No the sellers of al 
ind of ware lodged without Jcrusa- 
lem once or twice.’” : 

President Harrison once sent forth 
a proclamation which aroused wide- 
spread interest. In it he announced 
that the cluims of many Indian tribes 
bad been bought up by the Govern- 
ment; therefore, by the power which 
was vested in him as chief executive 
of thé Cnited States, he would on 
April 22, 1889, open the central por- 
tion of Oklahoma to ths American 
people. All the men and women who 
at that time entered the new ¢toun- 
try could stake theinselves out a 
claim or a jot or a farm. On the 
appointed day thousunds upon thous- 
amis of people assembled upon that 
borderland. “Some sat upon — ficet 
thoroughbnds, ready to make the 
race for.the choicest lots in the cit- 
ics whith would, within a few days 
spring up as if by magic and the 
streets. of which were already laid 
out. Some came on foot. Those di- 
vested themselvis of all superiiuous 
clothing, :o that they could run as 
swiftly as possible. AVhen the signal 
was given by the pistol held in the 
caValryman’s hand, the great multi- 
tude broke into a run. The would 
ke settlers rushed ahead so fast that 
within a few hours the whole land 
was taken possession of, and cities 
like Guthrie bezan to teem with life. 
Oklahoma, only ten years after it 
was first opened to the white man, 
bad nearly 400,000 inhabitants, 

But no sooner was Oklahoma sct- 
tled and the little country stores set 
up than the wholesale merciiants of 
New York and Philadelphia ood Chi- 
cago and St. Louis began to send in- 
to this new territory another great 
army of invaders made up of the 
representatives of their differen’ es- 
tablishments. These inodern crusad- 
ers hase been aptly termed in the 
commercial ‘traveler's parlance’ the 
“knights of the grip,’" Instead of 
riding a war charger, like the knights 
of olden time, they rode behind an 
“iron horse,” which is called a loco- 
motive. Instead of currying a spear 
or a shicld, they carried models or 
pictures, Showing hew the steel and 
iron had been melted into plows and 
reapers and spadss-and axcs and 
hammers and saws. Instead of hav- 
ing mailed armor, they had pieces of 
cloth, which they carricd as samples 
ef clothing, which they wanted to 
sell to the storekcepers for the new 
farmers and their wives and children. 
There is not a town in tke United 
States, no matter how small it may 
be or how newly established, which 
has escaped the weekly, if not daily, 
invasions of the colnmercial travel- 
“crs, 

Inthe scene of my text can be 
found aimost an exact duplication of 
the invasion of the newly setticd re- 
gions of Oklahoma by Ube knights of 
the grip. No sooner did Nehemiah, 
th: governor, return from his Baby- 
Jonish exile and rebuild the walls of 
Jerusalem, and make it a safe place 
in which to live than the commercial 
travelers of that day began tq flock 
toward the Favisdic capital to dis- 
pose of their goods. But there was 
one habit about many ofthese an- 
cient commercial travelers which Ne- 
hemiah did not like. Some of them 
would persist in arriving at the city 
walls on the Sabbath day and trying 
to turn God’s day of rest into a day 
of barter and gain. The governor, in 
order to stop the sin of Sabbath des- 
ecration, ordered that the city gates 
shou'd /be closed on the night before 
the Sabbath and not be opened again 
tntil the morning after the Sabbath 
no matter how much. these ancient 
exmmercial travelers might want to 
get in and cscape tho dangers of be 
ing murdered by the robbers Who 
ab huy infested . the surrounding 
huis. Thus we read the words of ny 
text with 9 clearer interpretation. 
“So the sellers of all kind of ware 
lodged without Jerusalem once or 
twice.”” 

The evil dangers threaten a com- 
mercial traveler's life when h: is 
away from home. They try to am- 
bush the seller of all kinds of ware 
when he ix on the march; they strike 
at his heart in a time and in a 
Place when he is apt to think he can 
sin With impunity, because no ong 
will be the wiser, as he cun cover up 
his tracks: they coine to the -nights 
of the ip in the insinuating anil 
oUx_Ways that evil temptations 
sometimes/overthrow Christian pco- 
ple whn they are traveling abroad, 
It is a well known fact’ that the av- 
crage European travelers will commit, 
Sins in Paris or Vienny or Rome or 
Monte Carlo or Pekin. or Calcutta 
that they would never dream of do- 
ing. if they were at home among 
thelr own friends and neighbors. The 
young Dw&tch Queen Withehauina itus- 
trated this common tendency of the 
human race to be worse dway from 
home than they are by their own fire- 
side in the quaint and points ans- 
wer which she cave to the Prince of 
Wales when visiting Queen Victoria 
Sume years ago. Int ine new eae 
Perent to the English throne asked 
her what she was most impressed by 
‘In England. “It is to find that the 
English people are so refined and 
gentle and kind and religiously de- 
yout in their own homes,** she re- 
} plicd. ‘One would never have guess-

In the first pluce, God has 
distinctly declared that he will- nov- 
er allow any temptatf[on to como 
nigh us which is greater than we can 
bear, If we will only throw ourselves | 
upon his mercy and plead and con- 
tinue to plead for divine strength.

commercial traveler meets with 
he is away from home, the divine 
power which is ut his disposal Is in- 
finitely stronger. It can triumph ov- 
er every opposing force. 

But there is still another reason 
why ths commercial traveler should } 
not yield to the temptations which 
he meets away from home. ‘The mod- 
ern knight of ‘the grip’ is naturally a 
stronswr » mentally, morally and 
physically than the average man 
who is compelled to stay at homs 
and work. It takes brains, ond lots 
of brains, to be able to scl] goods 
away from home. ‘The time is past 
when the great merchants thins that 
any drunken, gambling, binspheming 
employe is good enough to go upon 
the road. The employers to-day de- 
mand that tkeir commercial travel- 
ers be men of character, of brain, 
men with the incral stamina to say 
yes and no. And, young man, the 
mere fact that you are x commercial 
traveler is proof positive that you 
have character enough, by the grace 
of God, to be able to resist any 
temptaticn which you may mect in 
your travels. 

Temptations assail the commercial 
traveler alike when he is buoyed up 
with great success and when he is 
discouraged by great financial de- 
pression, when he is thrown off his 
g¥ard by exultation or disheartened 
by along succession of bitter disap- 
point ts. Many commercial |tray- 
elers do not receive a regular salary. 
They work on commissions. The moro 
goods they sell the more moncy they 
receive. The less goods they dispose 
of the less income they have. The 
average commercial traveler’s income 
is apt to ebb and flow like the tidcs. 
In one town the knight of-the grip 
may sell thousands of dollars’ worth 
of goods. Jn e¥cry storo he enters ho 
finds a large purchaser. In another 
town he may not even meet expens- 
es. Then, when the average commer-

To be a 
really successful commercial traveler 
a young man ought to have a physic- 
al constitution of iron. He ought to 
have the samekind of bone and 
muscle and sinew which made the 
knights of old famous. Hoe ought to 
beable to Uigest any kind of food, 
sleep in hard or, soft beds, sleep on a 
hall lounge oron a chair, or lying 
upon the bare wooden scat of the ca- 
boose of a freight train. He ought 
to beable to assimilate irregular 
meals,and have his nightly rest 
broken up once or twice, nnd soma 
times even thrice, by the changing of 
cara, and yet be cheerful and happy 
and sell his goods just the same dur- 
ing the day. Alas, I well know what 
are the physical difficulties of a trav- 
eler’s lifet. For many years I have, 
off and on, traveled around the coun- 
try as a lecturer. I have had to suf- 
fer all these trials, and have met and 
talked with the knights of the grip 
in many a lonely station in-the mid- 
night hour while whiting for a be- 
lated railroad connection. 

But, even under the very brightest 
of conditions and even though agman’s 
backbone may seem to be made of 
steel, nature will assert itself. A 
commercial traveler must always pay 
the price and have his ohysical frame 
rebel at the hardships which it has 
been made to suffer, and so during 
those times of physical exhaustion a 
commercial traveler, on account of 
the physical becloudment of his 
mind, 18 often apt te take a acpress- 
e& view of life.

New York, Nov. 5.—By a scries of 
explosions of pyrotechnic bombs und 
other fireworks last night, among 
the Vast mubtitude gathered in Madi- 
son Square to witness the ascension

Very Plainly Stated by President 
f Mitchell of the U.M-W. of A 








Mr. Mitchell Signed the Statement as 
Representing the Anthracite Bine 
Workere—In It He Fresents to the 
Commission the Demands of the 
Shamokin Convention aud the Heasons 
For Them—Details of Demands. 


Hazelton, Ya., Nov. 5.—The stat 
ment of the anthracite mine workers’ 
case, which was filed with the strike 
cominission Sunday night, was made 
public yesterday. Copics of the 
statement huve been furnished to the 
operators, who Will reply in three or 
four days. ‘The miners” statement in 
full follows:— ‘* 

‘To the Anthracite Coal Strike 
Commission:—The inine workers maka 
of the operators the following de- 
mands, which were formulated by the 
Shamokin convention, held March 18 
to 24, and for the enforcement of 
which tho stri¥e was inaugurated:— 

Increase of Wages. 

“First, an Increuse of 20. per cent. 
upon the prices paid during the year 
1901 to. employes performing con- 
tract or plece work, - 

*“rhis demand ix made on account 
of the following reasons:— 

(1) ‘The present rate of wages is 
much lower than the rate of wages 
paid in the bituminous coal fields for 
substantially similar work. 5 

*(2) Tho present rate of wages is 
lower than is paid in other occupa- 
tions requiring eyual skill and train- 


ng. 

**(3) Tho average annual carnings 
In the anthracite con} ficld are much 
less than the average annual earn- 
ings in the bituminous coal fields for 
substantially similar work. 

“(4) ‘The average’ annual carnings 
in the anthracite coal. ficlds © ure 
much less than the average annual 
earnings for + occupations requiring 
equal skill and training. 

(5) The. rate of wages In the an-

compenrate the mine workera ‘in 
view of the dangerous chnracter — of 
the occupation in relation to acck 
dents, the Habdillty to serious and 
permanent = disease, the high death 
rate, amd the xhort average life inci- 
dent to this employment. 

*(6) The annual earnings of the 
nfine workers are insufficient to main- 
iain the American standard of liv- 
ng. * 

(7) The inercased cost of living 
has made it impossible to maintain a 
fair standard of life upen the basis 
of present wages, and has not only 
prevented the mine workers from 
curing any benefit. from increaf 
prosperity, but bus made their, con- 
dition poorer on account of it. 

(8) The wages of anthracite mino 
workers are so low that their chil- 
dren are prematurely forced into the 
breakera and mills, instead of being 
supported and educated upon — the 
earnings of their parents. 

49) Wages are below the fair and 
just carnings of mine workers in this 
industry. 

Shorter Hours of Labor, 

“Second, a reduction of 20 per 
cent, in hours of labor, without any 
riduction ef carnings, for all em- 
ployes paid by the hour, day or wee's, 

“Tho second demand ix similar to 
tho first,;in that it is designed to 
inerease the hourly rate of wages of 
mine workers employed by the hour, 
day or week, and all the reasons ap- 
plicable to the first demand are ask- 
ed to be applied to the second with 
repetition.

LEFT YOM SWAN RIVER HOMES, 
303 Adult Women and 333 Chitdren of 
Doukhobors Put on Trains. 


Saltcoats, -N. W. T., Nov. 6.— 
Train bearing 393 adult women and 
143 children between ages of 5 and 
12 years, and 30 infants, left York- 
ton yesterday morning for Swan Riv- 
er. They were entrained easily. 

Cold Doubles Then Up. 

Solsgirth, Man., Nov. G.—It was 
dark when the pilgrim army camped 
Jast night a mile and o half west of 
this point. ‘They covered exactly the 
same distance yesterday as the. day 
before, but there js a notable’ differ- 
ence fn their condition. One night of 
exposure to the inclement — weather 
has done more to weaken ond sap 
their vitality than” the whole six 
days of traveling and hardship. When 
the pilgrims started from Fort War- 
ren yesterday morning, they were 
perished with the cold. Three of the 
Pilgrims had to be supported, parti- 
ally or, wholly along the trail. 

One of the :nost picturesque — spec- 
tucles to he seen‘along the. line of 
miarch is the incals of the pilgrims. 
Here is how they did it. They un- 
packed their blankets» and spred 
them on the ground in three continu- 
ous parallel lines, The donations of 
food made by the Solsgirth citizens 
were ziven to several to distribute. 
The whole concourse stood reverently 
bareheaded and bowed while a prayer 
Was recited and a short chany sung. 
Then the company .sat on the prairie 
facing one another. Dry oatineal was 
the staple article of diet.’ When hun- 
get had been practically satisfied, the 
whole concourse repaired! to the back 
yards of the residences, ‘and the 
pups were kept busy for fifteen 
minutes quenching their thirst.

the town, where, about 5 o'clock, all 
took a hearty supper of bread, oat- 
meal, apples and onicns. The pil- 
gris camped at the east end of the 
town, and continue their mearch east- 
ward to-day,

The Model Army of the World. 

What army was the strongest of its 
time? Judging by results, the Roman 
army was so from the fifth century 
B,C onward until the division of the 
empire. Its fighting organization was 
as complete as and possibly more prac- 
tical than that of any army of today. 
It was based on a territorial system 
which maintained the comradeship of 
locality without bringing {t into an- 
tagonism with that of the corps, for 
each of the thirty-five Roman “tribes” 
was required to furnish to each legion 
four “centuries” of 120 men, each of 
which worked together as a Jocal unit. 
The legion was divided into five co- 
horts or battalions, of which three 
were troops of the linc, two were a 
kind of militia and the fifth was a de 
pot battalion. For almost elght centu- 
ries the army thus constituted not only 
conquered the then known world, but 
acted as explorers beyond its. limits, 


and at the same time made and un- 


made kings and emperors in Rome it- 
self. In modern times the Prussian ar- 
* which won Sadowa and Sedan 
and orerran both Austria afd France, 
was the strongest the world has 
known.—London Answers.

BEER DRINKING ON INCLEASE. 


Average Consumption, Fer Head, Over’ 


Yive Gallons—Other Figures. 
Ottawa, Nov. 7.—During the fiscal’ 


year ending Juno 30th lant the con- 
sumption 


of spirits per head was 
.796 gallon, or the largest amount 


since 1885, when the per capita cop. 
sumption 


wan 1,126 gallovs. In 
186 the people consumed 1.124 gal- 
lons. Beer, however, appears to be 
the popular beveruge. According to 
the statistics, the consumption this 


year’ was at/the rate of 5.102, gal- 


lons, which is altogether unprece- 
dented in our history. 

Deer drinking seems to have been 
rising steadily since 1898, in that 
year 3.80% gnilons went to each Ca- 
nadian’s credit. The following year 
23.905 gallons, in 1900 4.364 gal- 
lons, and in 1901 4.737 gallons. The 


consumption of wine is stnall, and 
fluctuates greatly. Laxt year it 
was .09 gaNons. 

The consumption of tobacco was 
equal to 2.401 pounds,.which was 


the saine as in 1901. This rate was 
excecded in 1874, 1875, 1884 und 
1385. ‘The rates of duty per head 
were: Spirits, $1,148; beer. $1,133; 
wine, $0.063; tobacco, $0.55. 

The - quantity of spirits produced 
during the year was 34,234,147 proof 
gellons an inercase of 591,439 gal- 
Ions, ‘The quantity consumed was 
2,933,183, as agninst 2.707.919 gal- 
Ions for the year previous. There 
were exported 151,790 proof gal- 
Jons, being an increase of 3,615 gal- 
Ions. 

The total amount of tobacco taken 
for consumption was 22,677,302 
pounds, of which 72,286 pounds were 
Canadian twist. The raw leaf con- 
sumed totalled 10,704,962 pounds, 

The cigars of all kinds produced 
last year numbered 156,686,795, on 
fain of 15,256,341 as compared with 
1001. The total production of cig- 
arcttes was 138,214,384, -a gain of 
14,623,350. ‘he manufacture of 
snufl is falling off. Last year 173,- 
188 pounds were produced, ai de 
crease of 26,007 compared with the 
previous year.

Brain Welghts, 

M. Marchand investigated the brains 
of 1,173 persons Immediately after 
death. The weight of the brains is in- 
fluenced by the disease. Diphtheria, 
for example, locrenses the weight. The 
bralus of newborn boys welgh on the 
average 371 grams, of newborn girls 
301, At the end of the first year the 
figures are: Boys, 007; girls, 895. By 
the end of the third year the weight of 
the brain bas tripled, and from this 
epoch It Increases very slowly, espc- 
clally with girls. It attains its greatest 
weight at about nineteen and one-half 
yeara for men, at about seventeen for 
women. The arerage weight of the 
brain of an adult male is 1,400 grama, 
of an adult female 1.275 grams. The 
reduction of weight due to senile atro- 
phy commences with men about the 
elghtleth year, with women about the 
seventicth, We way recall for compar- 
Ison the following facta: The hearlest 
brain on record {s that of the novelist 
Turgeneff, 2.120 grams, One of the 
Ughtest 1s that “of Gasabetta, 1,160 
grams. The weight of the brain Is thus 
one factor and ouly one In the compari- 
son of different men and of different 
sexes.

London,-Noy. ‘10,--"‘Not. guilty” 
was tho verdict In the Sifton murder 
case Satirdas evening. 1t was the 
result of a week’s trial. This was 
practically the third trial of the case. 
At 5 o'clock’ the jury were given, the 
final instructions and retired. Throe 
hours later they’ returned and Fore- 
man Gillies reported to Judge Brit- 
ton that’ an agreement wan {mpos- 
sible. At that hour two stood out 
for conviction and the balance for 
acquittal. The judge sent the jury 
back to see if an &greement was not 
possible... In 20 minutes they report- 
ed an agreement, “*‘Not gullty.”’ 

The young wife of the prisoner 
rushed wildly to him and threw her 
arms around him. She manifested 
tho greatest joy. The crowd In the 
court-room cheered, and many wo- 
men rushed forward and grasped the 
prisoncr’s hands.

Leng Fight For ine! 

‘This js one of the most remarkable 
crimincl trials in the history of Can- 
adian « jurisprudence. - It has cost 
the Crown more than $25,000, and 
Gerold Sifton has been fighting, for 
his life since June 30, 1000. 

When the foreman’s report was cn- 
nounced Gerald Sifton stood up and 
hugged his wife, but in no other way 
indicated his pleasure. Then he was 
handed his hat and left the court- 
room with his wife, after an impris- 
onment of more than two years, 
most of the time in the shadow of 
the scaffold.

What will the Crown do in the case 
of \Walter Herbert, -who voluntarily 
confessed that he was a party to the 
murder of old Mr. Sifton? Herbert 
swore that Gerald Sifton was 4 mur- 
derer, but the jury says he is not. 
If Herbert is sentenced to death it 
will . be upon _his own statements, 
which are discredited by the acquittal 
of Sifton. Inspector Murray says ho 
docs not know what action will be 
taken by the authorities. He is of 
Wtopivion that the young man will 
be brought before the judge and re- 
manded for sentence. ‘This will prac- 
tically. mean that.the prisoner | will 
be set at Mbersy. In view of the 
verdict in the Sifton case, the in- 
spector hardly sees what other step 
can be taken, 

The death of Joseph Sifton, a well- 
known and wealthy farmer of this 
county, on the morning of June 30, 
1900, was the cause of the charge of 
murder against Gerald: Sifton, his 
son. Joseph Sifton was 70 years 
old. He was to have been married 
the day of his death to Mary Mac- 
farlane, his young housekeeper. The 
oll man-went to the barn carly that 
morning with his son and Walter 
Ierbert, a hired man. A few min- 
utca later Herbert ran to the house 
and told Mary the old man had fal- 
len from the barn and killed himself, 
Le Motive Yor the Crime, 

Ugly rumors were circulated until 
July 26, when Vrovincial Chief of 
Detectives John Murray caused the 
arrest of Sifton and Herbert, on the 
charge of the deliberate murder of 
the old man.* The motive was bp- 
lievedl to have been the estate, as far 
as tho son war concerned, and &1,- 
0600 as fur as the hired man was in- 
terested. 

Both men were indicted, and at the 
first trial Walter Herbert pleaded 
guilty. Ifo was accepted axa Crown 
witness and detailed the entire uffair, 
Ho said that Gerald Sifton came to 
him the night before the old) man 
was killed, and offered him $1.000 to 
help kill his father. At the prelimin- 
ary hearing’ the two men ‘pleaded 
not guilty. At the first regulur hear- 
ing. after both. men were indicted, 
Herbert pleaded guilty, and so con- 
tinucd to plead till the end.

Willlari 
landed, The ‘crew of the Hohtozcl- 
lern manned ship and cneered tuatily 
and the British war ships fired ano- 
ther salute as the Emperor boarded 
atrain for Dover, on the way to 
Shorncliffle Camp. where he reviewed 
the Firet Royal Pragoons, of which 
regiment he is honorary colonel-in- 
chief. 

Subsequently the . Emperor. was 
driven in a closed carriage to Shorn- 
clife Station and took a train for 
Sandringham, where he was met at 
the station hy King Edward. Among 
the house party there were the Prince 
of Wales, Premier Balfour, Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain and Mra. 
Chamberlain, — War Secretary Brod- 
rick. Ambessador Fascelles and Sir 
Frederick Treves, sergeant-surgeon to 
King Edward. 

King Mdward at Diving Service. 

Sandringham, Nov. 10.—Tho’ wea- 

ther. here yesterday was perfect, and 
the bright sunshine brolght out 
crowds of Visitors to Sandringham 
on the chante of secing Emperor Wil- 
liam and King Edward on the 62nd 
anniversary of his birthday, 
The approaches to the church wero 
lincd with spectators. Queen Alexan- 
dra, the Prince of Walea’ and Mrs. 
Chamberlain arri-ed at the place of 
worship together, Half an hour 
later, King Edward, Emperor Wil- 
Mam, Prime Minfster Balfour, Colon- 
jal retary Chainberlain and other 
distinguished persons arrived © and 
stood chatting outside the church. t 

King Edward. talked with Mr. 
Chamberlain for a few minutes, then 
the Emperor of Germany aprroach- 
-ed, and for a quarter of an hour the 
Emperor and Mr. Chamberinin stood 
apart and conversed earnestly. The 
service had begun and the anthem 
had been reached before the royal 
party entered the church, the King 
taking the Emperor's ann. 

‘The Bishop of Kipon preached on 
the possibility of the disavpearance 
ofrace distinctions, and the attain- 
ing of the grand brotherhood of man. 
He referred to King Edward's recov- 
ery from his illness, to the visit of 
his kinsinan and to the ties which 
have Jong united Germany and Great 
Britain.

During the day King Edward re 
ceived a host of birthday congratula- 
tions and gifts. Emperor William 
gave hin a Valuable vase.

CANADIAN GIRLS DKATH. 
Dr. Kent Charged With Manslaughter For 
Miss Dingle'’s Death. 


Rochester, N.Y.,, Nov. 10.— The 
frand Jury Saturday handed down 
an Indictment charging Dr: Leland 
Dorr Kent of Buflalo with the crime 
of manslaughtcr in the first degree, 
in connection with the death of Miss 
Ethel Blanche Dingle, the Canadian 
nurse, formerly connected with the 
Riverdale Hospital, Buffalo, who was 
found dead in the Whitcomb House 
here several weeks ago. It will be 
reinembered that Dr. Kent was found 
with his throat cut, and he claims 
Ut Miss Dingle tricd to murder him 
and then committed suicide. ‘The 
Grand Jury evidently believed — the 
story told by the police that Kent 
murdered the girl and then made. a 
feeble attempt to end his own life, 
his nerve failing him. 





Nelile Corcoran Dead. 

New York, Noy. 10.—Surgceons saw- 
ed into Nellie Corcoran’s skull yester- 
day and explored her brain, to dis- 
cover if they could, the secret of the 
trance, in which she had lain for 22 
days. They had their Jabor for no- 
thing. ‘The body of the girl who 
had slept her life away was put on 
the dissecting table at 3.15 p.m. She 
had been pronounced dead. Through 
some strange process, which patholo- 
gists do not attempt to explain, Nej- 
lie . Corcoran. lived 60 years in 21 
days, the period of her sleep. She 
was shrunken down from 150 to 115 
pounds when she died, and the au- 
topsy showed that while every bodily 
organ was perfect and the brain nor- 
mal, so far as “‘grossly visible’ evi- 
dence was concerned, she was a worn 
out old woman.

By 
perfecto be means the best cigar ob- 
tainable, andas a rule be applics the 
pame to all products of the Havana 
‘factories, But in truth, declares an 
intelligent writer in the Kansas City 
Journal, a good many cigars that 
never saw Haryana are genuine per 
fectos, and a good many made in the 
most famous factories of the Cuban 
capita! are not. The word, as a mat- 
ter of fact, does not refer to the quality 
of a cigur at all. It ig simply a term 
used to describe the shape. 4 perfecto 
may cost $1, and It may cost 2}4 cents. 

There are balf a dozen cigar terms 
thus misused by the average smoker, 
and there are several times as many 
words of the same sort whose mean- 
ing be is utterly unable to fathom 
What native, corn fed’ smoker, for in- 
stance, knows the difference between 
a panetela and a Reina Victoria?

Freject Being Financed bv Chicaco Wan— 
Capital ef 500,000,000. 

New York, Nov. 11.—The Commer- 
cial prints the following from | Chi- 
cago: Although authorized by the 
Canadian and English Parliaments, 
the projected ‘railway to extend. 
across Canada from Quebce and Chi- 
coutiini, at the head of tidewater in 
the y river on the cast of Port 
Simpson'on the Pacific Coast, is to 
be built’ by American capital und con- 
trolled by American interests. 

The enterprise, which is being fi- 
nanced by W. J. Tlilands of Chicago, 
is backed, is is asserted, by a syndi- 
cate of seven New York and Chicago 
men, whose aggregate Wealth is said 
to approach $500,000,000.. ‘There is, 
however, delay in the enterprise due 
to® the inability of the promoters, 
who are largely Canadians, to obtain 
from tho Canadian*Parliament the 
concessions to which they think the 
magnitude and value to Canada of 
the enterprise entitles them. 

What the promoters ask is the same 
concessions which “ the Parliament 
gave to the Canadian Pacific, name 
ly: ‘Twenty thousand acres-of land 
and $10,000 a mile of road. The 
Parliament has granted practically 
those terms on a portion of the road, 
but on the greater part the grant so 
far conceded has been 6,100 acres 
and $3,200 a mile. The greater con- 
ceasions on the entire line are being 
urged, and the promoters expect to 
get nearly what the Canodian Pacil- 
ie secured. 

Notwithstanding these negotiations 
the statement is given out that the 
line will bo in operation carly in 
1906, a year before the expiration of 
the time stipulated in the charter.

Pleaded Guilty to Uttering Counterfelt 
Money st Hull. 


Toronto, Nov. 12.—The latest de- 
velopment in the counterfeiting case 
is the arrest of William Stuart, son 
of the aged forger now awaiting sent- 
ence here, Young Stuart was 
caught at his home at Glen Robert- 
son, Que., yesterday, by Col. Percy 
Sherwood, chicf of the Dominion Po- 
lice. Though nothing of an incrim- 
inating nature was found on the 
prisoner, or at his home, when ar- 
raigned yesterday morning in tho 
Police Court at Hull he pleaded guil- 
ty to uttering counterfeit money.

Stuart, wife of the aged counterfcit- 
er, hadwno criminal knowledge of the 
passing of the bad money. 

Old William Stuart appeared be 
fore Magistrate Denison yesterday 
and was remanded for a week. Prior 
to the opening of the court, Stuart 
was escorted by Detective Forrest in- 
to thg detective oftice and allowed to 
way ‘his violin for a short time.

" PATRIOTIC FUND. 
912 Cases Relleved by the Association— 
Annual Keport Issued. 


Ottawe, Nov. 12.—The annual re- 
port of the Patriotic Fund Associa- 
tion was issued yesterday. It shows 
that up to May 31 Jast the total re 
ceipts were $338,498, of which Can- 
ada contributed $312,420; Great 
Britain, $22,543; United States, $2,- 
999, and -other countrics, $530.

After Admitting the Ownership by His 
Company of 37 Colleries, He Refuses 
Recognition of United Mine Workers’ 


Union and Makes General Denial of 


the Justice of All Claims of President 
of That Organization. + 


‘Washington, Nov. 12.—The reply of 
President George F. Baer of the Phil- 
adelphia & Reading Coal Company 
to the charges of President Mitchell 
of the United. Mine Workers’, which 
has been presented to the anthracite 
coal strike commission,. was mado 
public: yesterday. Mr. Baer makes 
no reference to Mr. Mitchell as the 
President of the miners’ organiza- 
tion, but refers to him simply as an 
individual. Taking up the specifica- 
tions in Mr. Mitchell's charges, Mr. 
Baer first admits that his company 
owns thirty-seven collieries, and that 
before the strike it employed 26,829 
people.” Following is a brief sum- 
mary of the response to Mr. Mit- 
chell’s other specifications:— Z 

Second—The demand “for 20 per 
cent. increase In wages on plece work 
in denounced as ‘‘arbitrary, unreason- 
able and unjust,’’ The company con- 
tends that after making all necessary 
allowances for different: conditions, 
the rate of wages pald for the min- 
ing of anthracite coal is as high as 
that -pald “in the bituminous coal 
fields. = 


‘Third—The company denics that the ° 


present rate of wages is lower than 
fs paid in ‘other occupations in the 
same locality, and controlled by like 
conditions, ; 

Fourth and Fifth.—Mr. Bacr denies 
that the carningx of the anthracite 
workers arc less than average carn- 
ings for other occupations requiring 
skill and training, and also the 
charge that the carnings aro insuff- 


cient, because of the dangerous char- 
acter of work in the anthracite 
intues. 


Sixth—The specification. made by 
Mr, Mitchell is referred to as too 
vague for specific answer, but in a 
gencral way it is stated that the an- 
thracite regions are among the most 
prosperous In the United States. 


Question of Shorter Hours, 


Seventh—The’ company pronounces 
88 unjust and inequitable the demand 
for a reduction of 20 per cent. in the 


hours of laber without a reduction | 


of earnings for* time employes, and 
this demand is pronounced impractic- 
able.- In this connection the follow- 
ing statement is made: “*Because of 
the injury to the mines by the strike 
of the United Mine Workers’. the cost 
of producing coul has been greatly 
increased, and a temporary advance 
in price was made by this compapy, 
but it will be impracticable to con- 
tinue such increase when mining op- 
erations become normal.’* 

Eighth—Mr. Baer says that his 
company has no disagreement with 
any of. its’ employes about the weigh- 
ing of coal, because the quantity is 
usually determined by measurement 
and not by weight, 

Ninth—Replying to the fourth de- 
mand madeby Mr. Mitchell, Mfr. 
Baer says since the advent of the 
United Mine Workers’ organization 
into the anthracite ficlds business 
fonditions there have been intoler- 
able; thatthe output of the mines 
hax decreased; that discipline has 
been destroyed; that strikes have, 
been of alinost daily occurrence; that 
men have worked when and as they 
pleased, and that the cost of mining 
has been greatly increased. 

Claims Jurisdiction Ins Limited. 

He also takes the position that the 
jurisdiction of the commission is lim- 
ited to the conditions named by the 
coul company presidents, which ex- 
cludes the United Mine Workers from 
any recognition in the ‘proceedings.

I am as firmly 
convinced that the Bible is inspired 
us’was the centurian convinced of the 
divinity of Christ, when at the foot 
of th2 cross he cricd out in awe, 
“Truly, this man was the son of 
God.’ This very passage «just quot- 
cd displays a knowledge which could 
not have been acquired by the man 
who wrote jt in any 6thor way thon 
by revelation. For centuries scient- 
ists ridiculed Job’s simile about the 
skin of the tecth, But = few years 
azo a microscope was invented with 
such powerful Iens that, much to the 
surprise of the scientists, it was 
found that Job was right. Over the 
tooth there is a thin skin, the inSn- 
itesimal part of an inch in thickness. 
Nobidy was ever able to sce this 
siin with the naked eye, yet Job 
saw it in inspiration thousands of 
years before the microscope was in- 
vented.” Thus everywhere we find 
that science and revelation are bo 
coming more and more harmonized, 
Everywhere we see that Jesus in the 
Greek superscription is appealing to 
the brain or to th: intellcctual part 
of man as well as to his feclings, or 
to the sentiments of his heart.

In that ons word of four letters we 
have the tramp of the invatling Ie 
gions of a Julius Caesar triumphing 
over. the Gauls or of the Augustan 
host? annexing the kingdom of a 
Cleopatra to the Empire, or we see 
the gleaming spears of a Scipio driv- 
ing the wighty Hannibal over the 
Alps and hurling him back across the 
seas, or we hear the huge battering 
rams of a Titus crashing in the gates 
of the Davidic capital. As England 
to-day, on siccount of her great na- 
vy and numerous mercantile ficets, ts 
callid the “mistress of the scas,"’ so 
Rome, on account of her great orm- 
ies and navies, could claim to be ral- 
er of tho seas as well as the “‘mist- 
tess of the world.’’ All roads were 
once supposed to lead to Rome an% 
meet at the foot of Cacsar’s throne; 
xo all temporal powcr shall some day 
render allegiance to the throne of 
grace.

Scene the Second.—It ‘is midnoon.

Again the sport grows tame. The 
people are beginning to disperse; the 
human torches are ,oing out; dark- 
ness is blotting out everything. With 
folded arms I turn to go down the 
steps, saying to mysclf as I go, “Is 
itnotawful that all these Christi- 
ans should have been © slain for 
nothing; that all this blood should 
have been uselessly spilt?’ But as T 
soliloquized thus a young girl touches 
myarm. I turn and -Jook at her. 
She hasa sweet face. She says, 

“You do not know me!"’  “*No,”” I 
answer; ‘‘I have never, scen you be- 
fore.’ ‘Well,’ she says, “‘I Know 
you. I saw you when you read my 
epitaph this morning in the catea- 
combs. My father and mother were 
eaten in this massacre, but they are 
not dead. Come, Ict me show you 
‘something. The Coliscum at this 
time is deserted." But as the young 
girl speaks suddenly a strange light 
appears. The walls of the Coliseum 
begin to enlarge. ‘They grow so high 
that they lift themselves above the 
clouds; they grow so wide that they 
are larger than two hemispheres.

TO CURE CORNS. 


A Few Remedies, Cheap and Simple, 
and Involving No Danger. 

When the fect art“pressed Into tight 
fitting shoes—bigh heels make the 
pressure greater—by adding friction 
we have a necdiciike polnt formed In 
the skin, and the greater the pressure 
the deeper the point will grow. The 
best preventive remedy known Is real- 
_Ay to go barefooted, but since this is 
not considered ethgal in civilized life I 
will give a few stmple remedies which 
may be of some value for the afflicted: 

First—Place on the corn a piece of 
cold, molst Ilnen folded several times, 
wrap It up In dry linen, then go to bed. 
With this treatment the hard epider- 
mis swells up, and after six or eight 
hours the outer covering of the corn 
can. be, remored with a dull knife. 
When this treatment has been followed 
for three or four days, a small necdle- 
Uke growth (the corn) can be extracted 
without pain or blecding. By washing 
the fect often In cold water the tender 
place will beal rapidly. After getting 
Tid of this corn It Is well to wear shoes 
which are neither too large nor too 
small sc as to avold excessive pressure 
or friction. 

Second.—In place of the linen a crust 
of bread soaked In vinegar may be ap 
piled. 

Third.—The best application Is to 
soak a whole onlon twenty-four bours 
in vinegar, then apply one of the Inyera 
of the onjon to the corn and keep It In 
place by a bandage through the night. 
After repeating this procedure a few 
times the corn can be removed without 
any trouble. By either of these simple 
applications this troublesome agent 
can be remored without any danger of 
blood poison and “free of charge.”

Coal Presidents Say They Work 
When and as They Please- 


Mine Operators Declare That the United 
Mize Workers of America Seeks to 
Secure Supremacy Over Anthracite 
and Bituminous Fields—“ Vix Their 
Own Hours of Laber”—Statements to 
the Strike Commission. 


" Washington, Nov. 13.—That the 
anthracite coal mine owners will re- 
sist to the utmost every effort to 
make the recognition of the . United 
Mine Workers of Ancrica an issue in 
tho arbitration which is now in pro- 
gress Is made evident by the replies 
to the statement of President John 
Mitchell of the miners’ organization, 
which havo been filed with the Strike 
Commission. There are five of these 
answers ‘in addition to that of Pres- 
ident Baer, which was made public 
‘Tuesday, and all dwell with much 
emphasis and marked unanimity on 
this point. They also agree in con- 
testing the demands of the miners 
for an increase of pay for picce-work, 
a reduction of hours for time work, 
and the weighing rather than the 
measurement of coal, 
Mr. Trueedale’s Statement. 

The reply of the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna, and Western Railroad Com- 
pany to President Mitchcll’s ‘state 
ment to the ithracite coal strike 
commission was made public yester- 
day. It is signed by-AV. HH. Trues- 
dale, presidént Oo} 6 company, who 


‘Bays that the company owns 25 an- 


thracite collieries and employs 12,- 
000 workinen in this branch of the 
business, “Mr. Truesdalo, like Mr. 
Bacr, objects to making the recogni- 
tion of the union one of the issucs 
to be cohsidered by the commission, 
saying that in the proposition made 
by the company for arbitration one 
of the express conditions was: that 
“the findings of the commission 
should govern the conditions of em- 
ployment between it and its em- 
ployes."* 
Will Not Recognize Union, 

Ho adds: ‘This company unequiv- 
ocally. asserts that it will under no 
condition recognize or enter into any 
agreement with the association 
known as the United Mine Workers 
of America or any branch thereof. 
Nor will it permit said axsociation 
or its officers to dictate the terms 
und conditions under which it shall 
conduct its business.’* 

Referring to the recent strike, fr. 
Truesdale suys that he is reliably in- 
formed that cighty per cent. of Its 
employes were opposed to the strike, 
but were forqud to enter upon it by 
a majority vote of the mine workers 
in other fields. Mr. Truesdale fol- 
lows closely the lincr Mr. Bacr’s 
argument as to the dissimilarity te- 
tween the work jn the anthracite 
mines and that in the bituminous 
mines, He declares that it is impos- 
sible to adopt a uniform rate to be 
paid to the miners for a unit of coal 
minod at all the mincs. 

Agitaters Hesponsible. 

The declaration is made that the 
anthracite miners axa rule do not 
work as many hours. day as do the 
bituminous miners, and the ovinion 
is advanced that if the wagesjof the 
anthracite miners had been less than 
that of other workingmen they would 
have found employincnt elsewhere, 
which they did not do. On the point 
of general-prosperity, he says that 
prior to the introduction of agitators 
and mischief-makers, the anthracite 
Workers were on an average as pros- 
Perous, comfortable and contented as 
any body of workers in similar cm- 
Ployment in this country. ‘The 
wages, it is added, are such that fre 
quently frugal employes have saved, a 
substantial amount every year. ‘ 

Ubjects to m Short Day. 

Mr. ‘Truesdale resists the demand 
for a reduction of twenty por cent. in 
hours of labor, saying that no branch 
of business, employing thoydands — of 
men can hope to coinpete successfully 
inthe markets of the world if its 
hours of labor are restricted. He de- 
clares that there ix no unjust discrim- 
ination in the weighing of the coal as 
itis measured rather than weighed, 
and he asserts that the démand — is 
“out of all reason, and its ‘effect, so 
far as this company is concerned; is 
ademand for an additional increase 
in the wages, now paid miners of from 
to 40 per cent.”” The present me 
thod of measurement is declared to 
be the result of lonz usage, ang fair 
to all concerned. 

Work six Hours a Day. 

President Olyphant, of the Dela- 
Ware and Hudson Company, in his 
reply, declares that the wages paid 
by his company are just and ade- 
quate, He also says that “those of 
its employes who perform contract 
or piee-work, a& a matter of their 
own Volition, work only about six 
houra a day, and take nug:crous 
holidays without the consent or ap- 
Proval of this respéndent, and their 
earnings by hours of actual work are, 
therefore, much higher than those In 
sknilar employment.”* 

Denial is made of all the allegations 
relative to the demand for shorter 
hours, and it is contended that such 
nm) reduction necessarily would in- 
crease the price of coul. While — ad- 
mmitting that the mineowners sell 
their coal by the ton, he says that 
the coal thus sold is a very different 
article from that taken out of the 
inine,. Tenes, he argues against the 
change from the present system of 
poyment to that of paying by the 
ton, 

Union Would Control Supply. 

President Olyphant also takes cx- 
ception to the proposition to arbi- 
trate the question of the recognition 
of the Miners” Union. ‘This position 
is taken on the ground that the or- 
ganization secks to control the en- 
tire fuel supply of the country; that 
union is unincerporated, it is 
ails of making a binding con- 
tract, and that the association has 
net shown its ability to control its 

















own members. He “says his) com- 
pany oh no desire to discriminate 
acainst mbers of the ‘union.

the Scranton Coal Company and the 
Elkhbill Coal and Iron Company. He 
says they own ten collieries and cm-

their own hours of labor and the 
amount of their earnings without 
any regard to the interests or wishes 
of their employers, and in total dis- 
regard of the earnings and welfare of 
every other class of employes.’” 

Four or Five Hours a Day. 

He declares that the men in the 
mines do not work to exceed four or 
five hours a day. All other charges 
made by Mr. Mitchell are combatted, 
and on the question of miners’ un- 
ions Mr. Fowler said: 

“We deny that agreements between 
employer and employe through work- 
ingmen’s organizations aro bencficial 
and successful in the bituminous coal 
fielis or elsewhere, and assert that 
any such agreement as a method of 
regulating production would. be, and 
is, injurious to the best interests of

These Clever Canines Perform. 
Roading denotes that a dog Is follow- 
ing ao trail toward the birds by their 
foot scent, as a man In an analogous 
manner might follow a flock of sheep 

by watching their tracks, 

Drawing denotes that a dog is ap- 
proaching birds by a scent In the air, 
43 2 man might follow a flock of sheep 
by the long line of dust bovering over 
and around the trail Drawing Is con- 
sidcred a much superior. manner to 
roading.. It 1s commonly marked by 
greater accuracy. quickness of execu- 
tlon and dash of manner. 

Pointing Is the stop which the dog 
makes when he has definitely located 
the birds or when be thinks he has 
done so.

A Sharp Battle of Wit—Iateresting Evid- 
ence Submitted—Miners Should Get 
6600 a Year, and Breaker Boys 97.8 
Week—A Concrete Statement of Just 
What the Miners Demand —A Dig 
Street Rallway Boycott. 


Scranton, V'a., Nov. 17.—President 
Mitchell concluded hia evidence be 
fore the Strike Commission Satur- 
day, For two days he was sub-: 
jected to a rigid cross fire from the 
representatives of the coal compan- 
jes, lin Views were expressed in an 
answer: to Judge Grey, who did not 
appear to understand a remark he 
had made, when, he observed: — ‘’Our 
demand is that the rate of Wages 
and the conditions of employment be 
Sahodied Sat aqretient ieuween 
tho unlon and the operators.”* © 

The strike leader was told that the 
Increase of wages to the miners 
would mean an increase of the price 
of fuel to consumers, and was arked 
if he thought. that would be fair. He 
replied: ‘Any corporation that can- 
nut afford to pay Itving wages should 
go out of | busincas."" He anid he 
thought $600 tho lowest living wage 
that n miner should carn, as this 
amount would be required if he edu> 
cated his children. President Mit- 
chell asserted that he thought the or- 
ganizntion had the right to demand 
that_no mine worker he employed for 
more than eight hours 9 day. Law- 
yer McVeigh asked him if he thought 
he had the right to compromise and 
restrict ambitious workers, and he 
replied In the affirmative, if that was 
what cight hours a day meant. 

“And you think you have: the right 
to ask the coal companics to become 
your partners In forcing such a con- 
dition?” asked the lawyer. whtch Mr. 
Mitchell declared was exactly what 
he woul demand. 

As to Hours ef Service. 

‘Tha  witnesa was asked Hf he 
thought 3 hours’ work a day ought 
to entitle a mincr to carn $600, 
to which he said no, and deniod the 
suggestion of the operators, that any 
of the contract miners could carn 
that amount ’in so short a time. He 
was told that miners had on deposit 
in the Forest City Bunk $173,000 
but he said that did not necessarily 
denote prosperity among miners. Mr. 
McVeigh asked President Mitchell if 
he knew why the coal companics had 
advanced the price of coal since the 
strike, ‘fo pay what they have 
lost by the mines closing down,"* Mr. 
Mitchell said. ‘'No,’" replied the law- 
yer, “but to repay the companies for 
the property tne strikers daniuged 
during the strike.”

‘Would-Be Assassin Rubiso’s Shots: Were 
Wid, and Neither Bullet Hit Its Mark 
1 _Pelice Make Two Arrests and Scour 
Mesorts For Possible Accomplices— 
) What the Anarchist Says of Himself— 
King Edward Vil, Cloceely Guarded. _ 


Brussels, Nov. 17.—An Italian An- 
archist named Rubino fired two shots 
at King Leopold Saturday as: His 
Majesty was leaving the cathedral af- 
ter a requiem service in memory of 
the late Queen Marie Henrictte.. The 
shots went wild, and Rubino was ar- 
rented afte? being roughly handled by, 
the crowd. 

Rubino had been haunting the Nor- 
thern Railway station for several 
days, awaiting the arrival of the 
King. He declares that if he had 
been able to_mect the train on its ar- 
rival he certainly would have succeed- 
ed in his purpose. 

_ After missing the train at the sta- 
tion, he went to the cathedral. When 
the King came out and the carriage 
started Stubino fired and there would 
have been a victim had not Prof. 
Standaert struck Rubino’s armas he 
aimed. One bullet crashed through 
the window of the carriage occupied 
by Count d’Oultremont, the Grand 
Marshal of the Palace. The’ King's 
carriage had passed out of range. 

The King preserved his usua]: calm 
demeanor, but Princess Clementine 
was considerably aflected and suffer- 
‘ed from shock. 
It was with 





the greatest difficulty 


that the gendarmerie prevented the} 


people from lynching Rubino. He 
was‘ badly bruired by the blows of 
the crowd, who beat him with sticks 
and umbrellas. 

‘The police scoured the Anarchist re- 
sorts’ here on a search for possible 
accoinplices of Rubino. One arrest 
has already been made of a noted 
Relgian Anarchist. named Chapelle. 
Many other arrests will probably fol- 
low, 
to Rubino whon he fired the revolver, 
assert that he was accompanied by 
another man, who escaped among the

It. is thought possible that this In- 
dividual was an accomplice who car- 
ried off the revolver, which the: police 
have not yet found, Rubino, who 
has a wife and child in London, af- 
fects a profound indifference, as to 
his fate, which cannot be death, 
since capital punishment has been 
abolished in.

The Man's Identity. 

Rome, Rov. 17.—The Ministry of 
the Interior has established the iden- 
tity of the assailant of King Leo- 
pold. Hit name is Gennaro Rubino, 
and he is described in their records 
asan advanced Socialist. He was 
condemned to a long term of im 
prisonment for stealing in Milan. in 
1893, but_he effected his escape to 
England, where he is supposed to 
havo imbibed his Anarchistic prin- 
ciples. 

ifis father was a patriotic com- 
munal councillor, but Rubino, while 
still serving in'the army. was con- 
demnel to five yours’ detention for 
writing a subversive newspaper ar- 
ticle.

Generosity in the Churches. 

Those who believe, or affect to be- 
Neve, that “religion fs déclinin 
throughout the countries of Chris 
tendom will find no support for their 
pessimistic notions in the figures showing 
the amounts already collected for the 
“twenticth century” funds started by 
various denominations in this country 
and Europe. These funds have slready 
reached a total of $40,000,000, and the 
promoters of these enterprises are confi- 
dent that they will have the balance of 
810,000,000 more. Of the amount raised, 
more than one-half is credited to the 
churches of the United States, the 
Mothodists being far in the lead in lib- 
erality. The Canadian Methodists start- 
ed in to raise $1,000,000, and hare al- 
ready secured that and $250,000 besides. 
The Presbyterians of Canada set out for 
the same million-dollar goal, and have 
siressy, gone nearly a half million beyond 

It is especially gratifying to note that 
all these enormous suins have been col- 
lected at nn expense of less than one per 
cent, of the total, nud also that in spite 
of this generous giving it has in no way 
interfered with the regular contributions 
tu missionary socictiea and to the su 
port of churches. Cn the contrary, all 
religious societies show an increase in 
receipts, aml there is hanily one that is 
not out of debt, a cordition that has not 
obtained in years. The funds collected 
are to be used first for the payment of 
church debts, and after that for’ the en- 
dowment of colleges, missionzry socie- 
ties, and other religious institutions 

As giving and doing are always closely 
related, it*is unbelievable that this out- 
pouring of millions fer the extension 6f 
religion at home and abroad will not be 
speedily followed a corresponding de- 
velopment and ineretse in the spiritual 
life and activities of the churches.

m Workiny Vocabolary. 

“It doesn't require any great length + 
of time to Jearn a language If one has 
patience,” said) a man who bas mas-7 
tered sereral languages, “and when 
hear a man regret that be is not ab! 
to speak French or German or Spanish 
or some other language unknown tog 
him [cannot conceal my amusement. 
In nine cases ont of ten I might say 
that the men who express a regret of 
this sort handle English very poorly” 
if that happens to be thelr language," — 

“The chances are that their vocabu- 
laries are extremely Mmited, and it 
would probably surprise them to know 
that despite the advantages of birth 
and education they could not command - 
more than 000 or 700 words in English 
if their lives depended upon ft. Yet 
they are able to carry on intelligent con- 
versation, and many of them may be- 
come forcible and even axiomatic in 
their savings, and they plunge Into dis. 
cussions of literature, art, music and 
other subjects of such fine elegance 
and do it rather successfully too. 

“Now, how long ought it to take for 
a man to Jearn 600 or 700 or eren 1,000 
words in any Inuguage? Certainly it 
ought not to take any great length of 
time, and from my own experience [ 
know that it docs not. Of course I nm 
not speaking now of mastering so that 
one can get the full benefit of all the 
refinements of specch in a particular 
tongue. 

“But I have in mind the idea of 
speaking Intelligibly in a given lan- 
guage and being able to understand 
perfectly what Is said in return, I have 
a system which I have worked out, and 
it has been of vast benefit to me and 
has enabled ‘me to learn a number of 
languages. It occurred to me while [ 
was-in Mexico a few years ago on Im- 
portant busincss, 

“1 could not speak a word of Spanish 
and could not understand the language. 
1 concluded that 1 would learn the lan- 
guage. My plan was simply this: 1 
made up my mind that I would not re- 
tire nt the.close of any day as long as 
I wna there without Jearning at least 
three words in Spanish, how to pro- 
nounce them and what they, meant. 
That would give me ninety words per 
month, or something over 3,000 In a 
years time.”

For the Final Tragedy in His Lite He 
Chose am Secluded Spot in the Rosedale 
Ravine, Toronto—Dropped 8800 in His 
Last Deal—Condueted Prosperous Bual- 
ness ntll Me Was Caught in Vortex 
of Speculation. 


Toronto, Noy. 18.—Fluctuations of 
the stock market are respoasible for 
the suicide yesterday morning of 
Charles H. Cornell, at one time a 
prosperous butcher’in this city, Cor-: 
nell shot himself twice and diced in 
less than half an hour. The dead 
man was a heavy loser some years 
ago, and in spite of the advice of his 
friends he kept on speculating until a 
month ago, when he lost everything 
he had left, amounting to $800. or 
$1,000. Since that time Corncil has 
been very despondent.

Ottawa, Nov. 18.— Sir Henry 
‘Strong has resigned the Chief Jus- 
ticeship of the Supreme Court ~ and 
has been appointed Chairman of the 
commission to revise and codify the 
statutes.

fireworks. *’Such,"" wrote the clerk 
of Queen Elizatzth'’s council chuin- 
ber; ‘was the blaze of burning darts, 
the gleam of stars corurcant, the 
streams and hail of fiery sparks, light- 
nings of wildfire and Hight shot of 
thunderbolts, with continuance ter- 
ror and vehemency, that the heavens 
thundered, the waters surged and the 
earth shook, and for my part, hardy 
as I am, it made me vengeably 
afraid,” But though the queen lov- 
er nade great and wonderful prepar- 
utions to receive his royal guest in 
the’ gorgeous banquet, hall of old 
Kenilworth, he made no such prepar- 
tions as God had made in the par- 
able to receive his heavenly gucsts, 
who would not come, 

But, as the divinely invited guests 
would not come, then God practical- 
ly xaid: **2 with have my banqguct 
hall filled notwithstanding. If the 
guests for whom the banquet was pre- 
pared will not come to me, then I 
will send out for those who will ap- 
preciate it. I will compel them to 
some in.” So the Lord in the par- 
able said to his servants, as Christ 
now says to us church members, “Go 
out into the highways and hedges 
and compel them to come jn.’ The 
purposo of this discouso is to show 
how, as individual church imembers, 
we can become heavenly constrainers 
and present the gospel invitation to 
sinful men and women whom we mect 
in our daily walks of life. It is to 
show how, by gospel consecrated 
work among individuals, we can 
change an empty church into a 
crowded sanctuary and by depleting 
the places of evil resort we can ulti- 
mately make a full heaven. 

When some one asked Mr. Moody : 
“Yow shall we reach the masses for 
Christ? How shall we give the gospel 
invitation to those sinners who are 
out in the highways and the hedges?" 
he bluntly answered his questioners, 
“Go after them.” But how are we 
to go after them? First, as Christ's 
disciples, we shoulh begin our persan- 
al work amony individuals by pre 
senting the gospel of Jesus to those 
who are closest to ux. Wo should 
present Christ first to our fathers 
and mothers, to our huslunds and 
wives and brothers and sisters and 
children, to our dear friends and to 
all who are bound to us by the tics 
of blood and love. We should do 
just the same as Andrew, the broth- 
er of Philip, dig when he was con- 
verted. No sooner did ho sce the 
face of Christ than he practically 
snid to himself: ‘‘Why, 1 must im- 
mediately go and hunt up my dear 
brother Philip. -Ilow happy I can 
moke him! We have been side by 
side in ail our joys and sorrows from 
the.time we were . born. He must 
share to-day in my new hopce.’* It is 
upon this action of Andrew, who at 
once went and carried the gospel in- 
vitation to his brother, that tho 
great “Brotherhood of Andrew and 
Philip” has been established. 

But, though the eternal salvation 
of our unrepentent loved ones ought 
to be a perpetual cause of anxicty 
for us day in and day out, yet there 
are thousands and hundreds of 
thousands of church members who 
never think it obligatory for them 
to present the love of a living Christ 
to those who ought to be as dear to 
them as a Jonathan was to a David, 
a Damon to a Pythias of the mem- 
ory of a murdered king of Denmark 
wos to an avenging son. These 
church members are ready to invite 
those friends to their homes, but 
they are not willing to personally in- 
vite them to sit at the holicst of all 
tubles—the table of the blessed com- 
menion. ‘They are ready to talk 
with theie friends upon politics or 
business, but they are not’ ready. to 
disenss with them the greatest of all 
questions, “What shall it profit) a 
mana ff he should gain the whole 
world and lose his own soul?’’ They 
are ready to sound the praises of 
ther friends to their other friends, 
but- they are not ready to sound 
forth to their earthly friends the 
praties of . their Heavenly Father. 
They are always ready to introduce 
one earthly friend to another, but 
they are not anxious to make their 
earthly companions acquainted with 
that Divine Companion who is ever 
willing to* be our helper and guide 
along the troubled journey of life. 

These church members are not 
rendy to do as a Sunday school 
teacher did some years ago. She was 

the daughter of one of the wealthicst 








financiers in the 
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world.. Her 
teacher, who wns avery intimate 
friend of my! mother, ‘told of the In- 
cident. Being converted, the, young 
girl. not’ only gavo her heart to 
Christ, but she at once wanted those 
who were dearest to her to do the 
game. So, a few days before her 
public profession in the church, she 
came to her father and said, ‘‘Papa, 
tam going to join the church next 
Sunday, and I want you to come 
and sce me.’ “‘No, daughter,’ en- 
gwered the father, “I am ready to 
do anything for you, but I can’t go 
zo church. Your mother, you know, 
attends to that part of the family 
dutics. Besidcs, Helen I have a very 
important suecting next Sunday with 
one of our New. York boards, and I 
ennnot go to church.”” **Father,”” 
persisted the young girl, “‘you say 
you love me. I believe you do. If 
1 was to bermarried next Sunday, 
you would be there, would you not? 
Well, father. J am going to n more 
important ceremony than -any 
earthly marriage. 1 am going to 
give my troth to Jesus Christ. Ile 
iz to be more to me than ever an 
earthly husband can be, and I want 
you to be there."" The tears began 
to rain down the great financicr’s 
cheeks as he answered, ‘‘Yes. l[clen, 
1 will go.” As a result of that in- 
vitation and that service the father 
gave his heart to God. IIc is to-day. 
awaiting in heaven tho advent of his 
Christian daughter, whose faith- 
fulness led him to the foot of the 
cross. Oh, that you and I, as gos- 
pel evangelists might be willing 
to begin our evangelistic work. at 
home—begin by putting our arm in 
Joving embrace about our dear 
friends whose afections mean so much 
to us and say: *‘Urother, sister, 1 
ennnot be truly happy unless you are 
happy with me in Christ. Will xou 
come with me to meet my Saviour? 
Will you come now?” 

But the gospel invitatton ought to 
be given to the strangers who are 
within a Christinn’s gates as well os 
to the loved ones who have aright 
by the tics of bicou to live there. It 
is nonsense for us to suppose that af-" 
ter we have gatiecred our fathers and 
inothers and wives and husbands and 
children and a very few dear per- 
sonal friends into the gospel life 
boat we have a right to haul in the 
plank and cast cX the hawsers and 
set sail for heaven, , deeming our 
Christian responsibilities fulfilled. No. 
Emphatically no, The Christian's 
oblizations are fo farreaching — to- 
ward his fellow men that in the light 
of the gospel the poos traveler who 
was waylaid by Usieves on the road 
to Jericho was just as much a’ bro- 
ther to the good Samaritan as if 
he had been bern in the same cradle, 
mung to sleep by the same lullaby 
and rearett in the same homestead. 

Again, it is absolutely necessary in 
order to carry out the comunand of 
my text for the average church mem 
ber to give the goszel invitation to 
his friends and to strangers when 
they are gathered inside the church 
walla ag wellas when they ore scat- 
tered without, and it is also neces- 
sary for the church members to ex- 
tend this invitation for a specified 
time and place. A general invitation 
tocome to supper is, as a rule, 
worse than no {fnvitation at all. 
When a person comes to me and gush- 
ingly says, *'Oh, Mr. ‘Talinoge, L do 
wish you would do:ne and visit us; 
come any time you-can and stay as 
long as you please.’ I arn sure of one 
fact—that person wants to be polite, 
but he docs not want me to conic. 
Ile did not set a dat’. Dut when a 
friend comes to me and says, ‘Mr. 
Tahwage, will you and your wife take 
supper With us next Thursday night; 
we are poor folks, but we will give 
you the best we have? I generally 
accept. Why? Decause [ think that 
man Wants ine to come. He set a 
time and a place where he wished to 
entertain me. So when the minister 
of the Lord Jesus Christ preaches a 
sermonand gives a general invita- 
tion and says to the sinners, ‘'Come 
to Christ” and then dismisses his au- 
dience with a benediction and goes 
home, as an rule, that sermon has 
amounted to but very little in) its 
evangelistic results. But when the 
minister of the Lord Jesus Christ 
‘can go to his church membera and 
say: ‘‘Urethren, we must gather in 
the sinners who are living around 
this church. We must go out into 
the highways and tho hedges and 
compel them to come in. -We will to- 
night as soon as the benediction has 
been pronounced have an after meet- 
ing. As inembers of this church we 
will distiibute ourselves through 
the aisles and buttonhole every man, 
womanand child, so that no .one 
shall lenve the building without hav- 
ing a special invitation for this after 
mecting.”’ there will be no disap- 
pointinent in the spiritual results. 

Why? Because the church members 
themsctves are asking their friends 
and the strangers to incet Jesus 

Christ in a specificd place at. a speci- 
fied time. General invitations in, re- 

ference to the gospel bunquct as well 
-as to an earthly home, as 4 rule, are 

worse than no invitations at all. 
So. to-day, I lay the blamo for the 
lacs of spiritual results in our 
churches far more upon the pews 
than ldo upon the pulpits. God 
knows, Ldo not believe that our 
ministers are perfect ancn, but most 
ofthem are earnest men, intense 
men. ‘They would do anything in 
their power to bring immortal souls 
to Christ. But the trouble is when 
the averuge minister of the gospel 
announces an after meeting, where 
sinners can be brought face to face 
with Christ, ninetenths, aye, ninety- 
nine-hundredths of all the’ church 
members will get up and put on their 
hats and go home. They will not 
only by their actions refuse to —per- 
sonally extend an invitation to the 
men and women who are sitting: by 
their side, but) they “will absolutely 
refuse to go into the after mectings 
and talk with sinners who are trying 

to find Christ. This charge which I 

ma'e against the church members I 

make nov only against the laymen, 

but also against the church olficers.

The longer I 
live the more confidence I have in 
those sermons that are ‘preached 
where one man is a minister and one 
manis o congregation, because such 
a gospel service can be held everyr 
where. It can use the mechanic’s 
bench for a pulpit; it can have the 
icenian’s cart for a moving taber-. 
nacle, it can carry tho Bread of Life 
to the sinner who would otherwise 
never be willing to receive that 
bread over the pulplt desk. Besides 
the minister in such’ a case docs not 
hase to be an ordained theological 
student, but need be simply an carn- 
est consecrated layman pleading for 
Christ with tho sinner who is stand- 
ing by his side in the village store. 

If all church members were to be- 
come earnest and consecrated evan- 
gelists, it would not taxe Very 
for this whole sinful world t 
sunrise burst of the millennial dawn. 
Surely it would not be too much to 
expect that one such evangelist as 
‘Mr. Beecher described should at least 
win ore soul a year for Christ, yet 
Dr. William Moriey Punshon, the 
great English Methodist, once made 
the startling xtatement: ‘If every 
disciple to~lay were to call one per- 
son to Christ cach vear and that ono 
were to call one other, how swiftly 
the world would be converted, for 
are to-day millions of true believers 
in the world. Dut if there wero only 
1060 fee how quickly the work would 
grow. *In less than twenty-fize years 
toe world would be converted, for 
this would double the number, of dis- 
ciples each year.” After such an im- 
pressive statement, will any one say 
that the gospel invitation which can 
be given daily by the church imem- 
bers would amount to but little in 
the salvation of a sinful world? 

‘To show the importance of a Chris- 
tian layman's work I cannot do tet- 


ter in closing this sermon than 
quote two illustraticns from 
the personal experience of H. Clay 


‘Trumbull, the well-known cditor of 
The Sunday School Times. Mr. 
Trumbull’s early life was spent in 


Stonington, Conn. There a great re- 
vival sweqt the town, and many of 


the companions of his youth joined - 


the church, among whom was a 
young man who was one of his most 
Intimate friends, For many years 
these twoos boys and young men 
lived near each other, but his Chris- 
tian friend never spoke to him about 
religion.

PRESENT GOSPEL INVITATION. 





FEAST TO WHICH ALL ARE INVITED 





A Beautifal Parable Demonstrasiog the 
Desire of the Savior That All Men 
Should Be Saved From Their Sins and 
the Consequences Thereof--Fill the 
Banqueting Hall of the King of Kings. 

Entered According to Act of Parilameat of Can- 

‘ada. in the year lvrs by. Wiliam Batiy, of To- 
unto, at the Dep’. of Agricuture. Uuswa- 
Chicago, Noy. 16. —- The duty of 
Christian laymen to present the gos- 
pel invitation to people who have 
not yet accepted it is enjoined in this 
wermon by Rev. Frank Do Witt Tal- 
mage on the text Luke xiv, 23, “Go 
out into the highways and hedges 
and compel them to coine in.” 
Christ was comparing the kingdom 
of heaven to a great banquet which 

Got had prepared for his invited 

guests, who would not come. ‘The 

Ear) of, Leicester made great prepar- 

ations to reecivo Elizabeth, the **Vir- 

gin Queen of England,”’ when she 
visited the castle halls of old Kenil- 
worth. Not’ only was his banquet 
hall brilliant with many lights, but 
no sooner did the royal guest step 
upon the drawbridge Which led into 
tho castle than a raft, made as & 
floating island, came into view. Up- 


on , this floating islnnd sat 
a beautifuls Woman. She was 
surrounded by her) water nymphs, 
She came, ay queen of the 


lake, to bend the knee in homage to 
the visiting queen. At night while 
the banquet went on the heavens 
were nflame with the iluminations of 
fireworks. | ‘‘Such,"* wrote the clerk 
of Queen Elizabeth's council cham- 
ber; ‘was the blaze of burning darts, 
the gleam of stars coruscant,” the 
strcams und hail of fiery sparks, light- 
nings of wildfire and flight shot of 
thunderbolts, with continuance ter- 
ror and vehemency, that the heavens 
thundered, the waters surged and the 
earth shook, and for my part, hardy 
as i aim, it made ine Vengeably 
afraid,” But though the queen lov- 
er nade great and wonderful prepare 
ations to receive his royal guest’ in 
the’ gorgeous banquet, hall of old 
Kenilworth, he made no such prepar- 
tions as God had made in the par- 
able to receive his heavenly guests, 
who would not come. 

Dut, as the divinely invited guests 
would not come, then God practical- 
ly said: *] with have my banquct 
hall filled notwithstanding. If the 
guests for whom the banquet was pre- 
pared will not come to me, then 1 
will send out for those who will ap-~ 
precinte it. 1 will compel them to 
some in.” So the Lord in the par- 
able said to his servants, as Christ 
now says to us church members, ‘Go 
out ‘into the highways and hedges 
and compel them to come in.” The 
purposo of this discou#e is to show 
how, as Individual church members, 
we ¢an become heavenly constrainers 
and present the gospel invitation to 
sinful men and women whom we meet 
in our daily walks of life. It is to 
show how, by gospel consecrated 
work among individuals, we can 
change an empty church into a 
crowded sanctuury .and by depleting 
the places of evil resort we can ulti- 
mately moke a full heaven. 

When some one asked Mr, Moody : 
‘TIow shall we reach the masses for 
Christ? How shall we give the gospel 
invitation to those sinners who ars 
out in the highways and the hedges?"’ 
he bluntly answered his questioners, 
*Go after them." But how are we 
to go after them? First, as Christ's 
disciples, we shoul begimour person- 
al work among Jniividuals by pre 
senting: the gospel of Jcsus to those 
who are closest to us. We should 
present Christ first to our fathers 
and mothers, to our husbunds and 
wives and brothers and sisters and 
children, to our dear friends ant to 
all who are bound to us by the ties 
of blood and love. We should do 
just the same as Andrew, the broth- 
er of Philip, did when he was con- 
verted. No sooner did he sce the 
face of Christ than he practically 
sald to himself: ‘Why, 1 must im- 
mediately go and hunt up my dear 
brother Philip. low happy I can 
make him! We have been side by 
side in all our joys and sorrows from 
tho.time we were born. He must 
share to-lay in my new hope.’ It is 
upon this action of Andrew, who at 
once “rent and carried the gospel in- 
yitation to. his brother, that tho 
great ‘Brotherhood of Andrew and 
Philip’’ has been established. 

But, though the etcrnal salvation 
of our unrepentent loved ones ought 
to be a perpetual cause of anxicty 
for us day in and day out, yet there 
are thousands and hundreds of 
thousands of church members who 
never think it obligatory for them 
to present the love of a living Christ 
to those who ought to be as dear to 
them as oa Jonathan was to a David, 
a Pamon to a Psthias of the mem- 
ory of a murdered king of Denmark 
was to an avenging son. These 
church members are ready to invite 
those friends to their homes, (but 
they aro not willing to personally in- 
vite them to sit at the holiest of all 
tables—the tablo of the blessed com- 
mepion. They are ready to talk 
with theie friends: upon politics or 
business, but they are not ready to 
disenss with them the greatest of all 
questions, ‘What ‘shall it profit) a 
mit if he should gain the whole 
world and lose his own soul?’ They 
are ready to sound the praises of 
ther friends to their other friends, 
but they are not ready to sound 
forth to their earthly friends the 
pratees of . their Heavenly Father. 
They are always ready to introduce 
one earthly friend to another, but 

they are not anxious to make their 
earthly companions acquainted with 
that Divine Companion who is ever 
willing to* be our helper and guide 
along the troubled journey of life. 

These church members are not 
renay to do as a Sunday school 

teacher did some yeara ago. She was 
the daughter of one of the wealthicst 


financiers _in “the  world.. Her 
teather, who was avery intimate 
friend of my’ mother, ‘told’ of the in- 
cident. © Being converted, the young 
girl ~ not’ only gave her heart. to 
Christ, but she at once wantcd those 
who were dearest to her to do the 
game. So; a few days before her 
public profession in the church, she 
came to her father and said, *‘Papa, 
am going to join the church’ next 
Sunday, and I want you to come 
and sce me."* “‘No, daughter,’ on- 
gwered the father, “I am ready. to 
do anything for you, but I can’t go 
to church. - Your mother, you know, 
attends to that part of the family 
duties. Besides, Helen I haye a very 
important mecting next Sunday with 
one of our New, York boards, and 1 
cannot go to chugch.”* **Father," 
persisted the young girl, “‘you say 
you love me. I believe you do, If 
I was to. be married next Sunday, 
you would be there, would you not? 
Well, father. I am going to a more 
important cersmony- tan any 
earthly marriage. 1 am going to 
give my troth to Jesus Christ. Ile 
is to be more to me than cver an 
earthly husband can be, and I want 
you to be there." The tears began 
to! rain down the great finkncicr’s 
cheeks as he answered, *‘Yes. Helen, 
I will go." As a result of that in- 
yilation and that service the father 
gave his heart to God. Ile is to-day 
awaiting in heaven the advent of his 
Christian daughter, whose faith- 
fulness led him to the foot of the 
cross. Oh, that you and I, ns gos- 
pel evangelists might be willing 
to begin our evangelistic work. at 
home—begin by putting our arm in 
loving “embrace about our dear 
friends whose afections mean so much 
to us and say: *‘Brother, sister, 1 
cannot be.truly happy unless you are 
happy with me in Christ. Will xou 
come with me to meet my Saviour? 
Will you como now?" 

But the gospel iavitatton ought to 
be given to the strangers who are 
within a Christian’s gates as well as 
tq the loved ones who have aright 
by the tics of blcod to live there. It 
is nonsense for us to suppose that af-" 
ter we have gathered our fathers and 
mothers and wives and husbands and 
children and a very few dear per- 
sonal friends inte the goxpel life 
boat we have a tight to haul in the 
plank and cast if the hawsers and 
set sail for heaven, | deeming our 
Christian responsibilities fulfilled. No. 
Eniphatically no. ‘The Christian’s 
obligntions ure so farreaching — to- 
ward his fellow men that in the light 
of the gospel the poos traycler who 
was waylaid by tieves on the road 
to Jericho wag just ay much a” bro- 
ther to the good Samaritan as if 
be had been burn in the same erndile, 
sung to sleep by the same lullaby 
and reared in the same homestead. 

Again, it is absolutely necessary in 
order to curry out the command of 
my text for the average church men 
ber to give the goszel invitation to 
his friends and te strangers when 
they are gathered inside the church 
walls ag wellax when they are scat- 
tered without, and it is also neces- 
sary for the church members to  ex- 
tend this invitation for a specified 
time ond place. A general invitation 
tqcome to supper is, as a rule, 
worse than no invitation at all. 
When a person comes to me and gush- 
ingly says, “Oh, Mr, ‘Tulinage, 1 do 
wish you would dome and Visit us; 
come any time you-can and stay as 
long as you please.’’ I am sure of one 
fact—that person wants to be polite, 
but he docs not want me to come. 
He did not set a date. But when ao 
friend comes to me and says, “Mr. 
Talwage, will you and your wife take 
supper With us next Thursday night: 
we are soor folks, but we will give 
you the best we have?"’ 1 generally 
necept. Why? Because I think that 
man wants ine to come. IIc set a 
time and a place where he wished to 
entertain me. So when the minister 
of the Lord Jesus Christ preaches a 
sermon and gives a general invita- 
tion and says to the sinners, ‘Come 
to Christ” and then dismisses his au- 
dience with a benediction and gocs 
home, as a rule, that sermon bas 
amounted to but very little in. its 
evangelistic results, But when the 
minister of the Lord Jesus Christ 
‘can go to his church members and 
say: ‘‘Urethren, we must gather in 
the sinners) who are living nround 
this church. We must go out into 
the highways and the hedges and° 
compel them to come in. ‘We will\to- 
night as soon as the benediction has 
been pronounced have an after.meet- 
ing. As inemibers of this church we 
will distaibute ourselves through 
the aisles and buttonhole every man, 
womanand child, so that no oro 
shall lenve the building without hav- 
ing a special invitation for this after 
meeting,”’ there will be no disap- 
pointinent in the spiritual results. 
Why? Mecause the church members 
themselves are asking their friends 
andthe strangers to mect Jesus 
Christ in a specified place at ao speci- 
fied time. General invitations in, re- 
ference to the gospel banquct as well 

as to an earthly home, as a rule, are 
worse than no invitations at all. 

So. to-day, I lay the blame for the 
lack of spiritual results: in our 
churches far more upon the pews 
thaniIdo upon the pulpits. God 
knows, Ido not believe that our 
ministers are perfect ancn, but most 
ofthem are earnest men, intense 
men. They would do anything in 
their power to bring immortal souls 
to Christ. But the trouble is “when 
the average minister of the gospel 
announces an after meeting, where 
sinners can be brought face to face 
with Christ, ninc-tenths, aye, nincty- 
ninc-hundredths of all the church 
members will get up and put on their 
hats and go home, They will not 
only by their actions refuse to Pper- 
sonally extend an invitation to the 
men and women who are sitting by 
their side, but they will absolutely 
refuse to go into the after mectings 
and talk with sinners who are trying 

to find Christ. This charge which I 

ma'ec against the church members I 

make rov only against the laymen, 

but also against the church otticers. 

I make it ngainst the elders and the 

deacons and the trustees. I mako it 

in the strength of the overwhelming 
fact that you derelict church ‘mem- 
bers cannot fnd na great evancelistic 


reather wha is accomplishing — any

is meant’ when the. preacher says, 
*fhou art the mar:*"’ I believe Mr. 
Teecher was right when he made that 
statement, but I believe he was right 
even in a larger. sense. ‘The Jonger I 
live the more coniidence I have’ in 
those sermons that are -preached 
where one man is a minister and ono 
man is n congregation, because such 
agospel service can be held everyr 
where. It can use the mechanic's 
bench for a pulpit; it can have the 
icuman’s cart for a moving taber- 
nacle, it can carry tho Bread of Lifo 
to the sinner who would otherwise 
never be willing to receive that 
bread over the pulpit desk. Besides 
the minister in such’ a case docs not 
have to be an ordained theological 
student, but need be simply an carn- 
est consecrated layman pleading for 
Christ with the sinner who is stand-, 
ing by ‘his side in the village store. 
If all church members were to be 
come carnest and consecrated eran- 


gelists, it not taxe very long 
for this whol world to sce the 
sunrise burst of the miennial dawn. 


Surely it would not be too much to 
expect that one such evangelist as 
Mr. Beecher described should at least 
win one soul a year for Christ, yet 
Pr. William Moriey Punshon,. the 
great English Methodist. once made 
the startling xtatement: “If every 
disciple to-day were to call one per- 
son to Christ each vear and that one 
were to call. one other, > how swiftly 
the world would be converted, for 
are to-day millions of true believers 
in the world. But if there were only 
100 sce how quickly the work would 
grow. ‘In less than tWenty-fi7e years 
toc world would be converted, for 
this would double the number, of dis- 
ciples each year."’ After such an im- 
pressive statement, will any one say 
that the gospel Invitation which can 
he given daily by the church mem- 
bers would amount to but little in 
the salvation of a sinful’ world? 

To show the importance of a Chris- 
tian Jayman’s work I cannat do let- 
ter in closing this sermon than 
quote two illustraticns from 
the personal experience of H. Clay 
Trumbull, the weli-known cditor of 
The Sunday School Times. Mr. 
Trumbull’s early life was spent in 
$tonington, Conn. There a great re- 
vival sweqt the town, and many of 











the companions of his youth joined - 


the church, among whom Was a 
young man who was one of his :nost 
intimate friends.. For many years 
these twoas boys and young men 
lived near each other, but his Chris- 
tian friend never spoke to him about 
religion. “After awlle they scparat- 
ed. Mr. Trumbull became an cngi- 
neer in Iartford; his Christian friend 
went to Yale, but during his Jast 
year at college he sent a letter to 
his old chum pleading with him to 
become a Christian. That letter was 
the means of saving H. Clay Trum- 
bull’s soul. In his engine ré6om, up- 
on the receipt of it, he then’ and 
there gave his heart to God. : 

He immediutely said to himself, 
“ifthe personal work of a layman 
can do so much in the salvation of 
an immortal soul, I will never make 
the mistake my fricnd made with me 
by postponing for so long a personal 
invitation to another." So, the same 
night on which he was converted, 
Mr. Trambull went to one of his 
fellow workmen and told him ho had 
been converted. He urged his friend 
also to accept Christ. “This friend 
turned to him and said: ‘“Trumbull, 
your words cut ine to the heart. You 
little know\how they rebuke me. I 
have long bten a \professed follower 
of Christ, and you have never sus- 
pected this, although we have been 
in close association in house and 
office for years. May God forgive me 
for my lack of faithfulness."* Aye. 
may God to-day forgive us all, min- 
Isters and laymen alike, if we havo 
shown the saine negligence as these 
two young men who came into H. 
Clay Trumbull’s jife. May God teach 
us, one and all, the power of person- 
al testimony for Christ. And may 
we one antall be willing to mako 
the resolution D. I.. Moody mado a 
short time after his conversion—“T 
hore and now promise that no day 
hereafter shall pass unless I have 
personally presental my Saviour to 
at lenst one immortal soul. So help 
me, Jesus, %n my vow! Ament”

Bad Yankee Money Factory in 
Toronto Broken Up. 










Joseph Gentile Han Away From New 
York When the Gang to Which’ He

Toronto, Nov, 20.—Oneofa gang 
of a dozen expert counterfeiters, who 
have been sought by the secret ser- 
vice officers “of the* United.

PROF. SHORTT GIVES SOME 
MUSING FACTS IN CONNECTION 
WITH ITS EARLY HISTORY, 


Kingston Whig: At Tacsday night's 
mecting of the Historical Society, 
(Prof, .Shortt ‘gave a most amusing 
tecount of ths carly: days of cur cifty 
fhalL It appeara that in °'41, when 
the seat of government was here, that 
‘ft was thought advissble to crect 
buildings for tho b:tter accommoda~ 
tian of the IegisJature. -No funds t~- 
tag available, the mayor. of that time, 
to wit, John Counter, was sent. to 
Epgland to negotiate a loan of £50,- 
000, which he did at six per cent. This 
was put in the Commercial Bank, at 
two and.a half per-cent. It struck 
the aworthy fathers of the city in time, 
thowever, thac they weren't exactly 
coining money at this rate, and when 
ti foundation of the building came'to 
be inid in 1853. they decided to put 
the suin out again at five and a balt 
por cnt. Some more Jongheaded 
than their fellows were struck at 
this_jercture with ‘a bright idea. 
“We are. Ddusincss . men,” they said 
“Copital is abways no thing to 
ibave in business ; we'll just Jend this 
money to ourselves." When this was 
ealled for, for building purposes, the 
worthy aldermen found themselves 
mnable to pay.up, so they borrawed 
some more at cight per cent., till the 
Oommoroit! Bank would lend no more. 
They then issued paper money of their 
own, and when that was cxbausted, 
they had dics made, and were going 
into the mmting business. Unfortu- 
nately for them, Gir Charles Bagot 
sot wmnq of this, and stopped the in- 
dustry, and then tli: interesting part 
thegan. The Commercial Bank got ex- 
cited over the issus of paper money, 
and its solicitor, a certain John A. 
Macdonald, who by this time bad 
risen to a high eminence in the regard 
of the citizens, wrote a threatening 
letter to the finance committee of the 
council, which was received by him- 
eeif ns’ chairman of that body, and 
read by, bim with inuch unction to his 
niarened fellaw-workers. People wan- 
dered what tid outcome of this inter- 
esting situation might be, when two 
days later, Johan A. sent In bis resig- 
mation and became zanember for Kinze- 
ton. It is neodiass to say that the 
Old Ohieftain got none cof the meancy 
ihimself, but ‘the most of those who 
did. jeft suddenty to pay‘a prolonged 
visit to cousins across the border, and 
left the City Hall with its history and 
ite debt :

During the past season a number of 
sunnier hotels, country residence 
ard institutions away from city sew 
nie systems have put in Dr. Bryce’s 
adaptation of the septic tank system 
of sewage, and all with most sutis- 
factory results, The most severe test 
tas been in a pork factory at Drant- 
ford, where tho sewage :tmouats. to 
15,000 gallons per cay. “This is sat- 
isfactorily handled by a system — of 
tiles under about three acres of land 
Perhaps the most peculiar adapta- 
tion of the septic tank system bas 
been in connection with certain 
steamers on small Jakes. To prevent 
the pollution of the lakes the sewage 
has been filtered by a septic tan® in 
the hold of the steamer. ‘The tanks 
worked excellently through the tour- 
ist scaron without _ replenishing. 
These successes, says The Mail, sug- 
gest tho possihilitics of the systein 
for all places where the ordinary sew- 
er connection cannot be. obtained.

The United States Will Not Sheltez 
Venezuela Against the Results of 
Hor Mirdeeds. 


Washington, Nor. 25.—The State De- 
partment is thoroughly well informed of 
the Jength to which Great Uritain, Ger- 
‘many and other Furopean powers pro- 
pose to go in their dealings with Vene- 
zuela, Great Dritain and Germany have, 
in fact, sounded the department to learn 
whether any objections would be made 
to active measures on their part to se- 
ture the collection of debts due their 
citizens on account of violated coners- 
sions, and the destruction of their pro- 
perty incident to the internal dissension: 
which have raged in Venezuela for sev 
past. The department hat 
been extremely cautioys in dealing with 
these Inquiries, but the substance of its 
replies in all cases has been set out in 
the declaration of President Roosevelt 
that the United States did not construe 
the Monroe doctrine to mean that it 
should shelter any of the American re-

Montreal, Nov. 25.—The Grand Trunk 
Railway's extension to the Pacific coast 
was‘ the chief topic of conversation 
in business and political as well as 
railway circles, Mr. Hays, the General 
Manager, however, is not yet prepared tc- 
geo much into details about the project. 
At will be a separate corporation, with 
headquarters at Monircal, so as to Ia- 
cilitate business and avoid delay, such 
as might occur if the head ollice were 
across the oceam ‘Ihe new corporation 
will enter into exclusive traflic arrange- 
ments with the Grand ‘rank. That is 
about as far as he would go explaining 
the scheme. ‘The route has not been 
decided, nor even surveyed, but, broadly 
speaking, the road wil! follow the route 
mapped out by Sir Sandford Fleming for 
the original Wacific scheme. it is in- 
evitable, too, that when the coast is 
Teached there must be a Wacilic steam- 
ship teet, but these details have not yet 
been discussed. Mr. ilays states that his 
company does not require the Mack«nzis 
& Mann system, and that the new line 
willGe independent of it, : 

The comment of Sir Thomas Shaugh- 
nessy, President of the GPE, is cer- 
tainly instructive. ie said :—“Yes, 
our Grand Trunk friends are undertak- 
ing avery big contract. Thero is noth- 
ing in the announcement that need 
cause the Canadian Pacific the slightest 
concern. In this vast country of ours 
there is room for a great many miles of 
railway. Twenty years ago, when the 
Canadian Pacific enterprise was inaug- 
urated, the entire country from Pem- 
troke to the Pacific coast, a distance of 
upwards of 2,500 miles, was 2 bleak 


the Canadian Pacific operates ia that 
territory over 6,000 miles of railway, 
maia line and branches, and this mileage 
is being increased year by year. The 
construction of a line north of us will 
involve years of labor and millions upon 
millions of capital. 

“A feature of the announcement it 
the absence of any reference to Govern: 
ment bonuses or subventions! The 
Grand Trunk Company has declared its 
determination to build, so that any aid 
toward the enterprise from either the 
Dominion or Provincial Governments is 
not asked or required, and this is just 
what it should be from the standpoint 
of the public, as well as of cxisting 
railways. As Mr. Hays says, the con- 
ditions have c enormously since 
the pioneer road was constructed, and 
circumstances that made Government 
co-operation absolutely essential ‘to the 
carrying out of the original Canadian 
Pacific enterprise no longer exist.” 

Toronto, Nov 25—Mr. William 
Mackenzie ‘of the Mackenzie & 
Mann syndicate, in discussing the 
matter at his offices in the Street Rail- 
way chambers, refused to say that ne- 
gotiations between the +Grand Trank 
Railway and the Canadian Northern Kail- 
way companies would not result in the 


absorption of the latter road by the 
Grand Trunk in«carrying ont its plan 


to reach the coast. Mr. Mackenzie did 
say, however, that the Grand Trunk 
Railway Company had no connection 
with the Canadian Northern at present. 

“The work of the extension of the 
Canadian Northern to the cast will be 
commenced very shortly,” said Mr. 
Mackenzie, “and we intend before long 
to reach Toronto, Montreal and Quebec 
and Ottawa. We have already carried 
on a large amount: of surveying work 
and are following this up with all pos- 
sible haste.” 

Upon being asked as to the 
lans of the railway for the west, 
declared that the road would 
be pushed through irrespective of 
what action any other company might 
take. He expected that even in the 
near future the Canadian Northern Rail-. 
way would be a transcontinental road. 

“Then Mr. Hays’ railway will parallel 
yours?” said the reporter.

Continuing, Mr. Mackensle said that 
he believed that Mr. Hays had stated 
that the Grand Trunk would not tse 
the Canadian Northern, and that this 
statement must be accepted. 

“We hare the charters, the locations, 
profiles and maps prepared,” he said. 
“We have the right to either of the 
Peace Rivert Pine River or Yellowhead 
passes in the Rockies, under the Edmon- 
ton, Yukon & Pacific charter, a small 
rection of which line is in operation, and 
with all this work accomplished we are 
not likely to stop now.”

Tha 
returns of agriculturs! statistics, issued 
in a report yesterday by t reau of 
Industrics, show that 1 1991 the value 
of the farm lands, buildixzs, implements 











and live stock reached the total of 
$1,001,323,206, compared with $974,- 
814,931 the previous year. Ths County 





of Middlesex-leads with $50,307 Su4, and 
Huron comes second witlr $15,010,114. 
The gross value of the cheese manufac- 
tured reached $12,209,073, of which $10,- 
814,538 was paid to the milk producers, 
compared with $13,023,025, and $11,652,- 
470 respectively in 1900. 

The amount of chattel mortgages 
against farmers in Ontario was $2,854,- 
759 last year, compared with $3,110543 
in 1900 and $3,826.552 in 1896. 

An appeiidix to the report shows that 
in 1900, the latest Scar for which figures 
are available, the tote! value of farm 
property jn the United States was only 
$20,514,001,833, or about half the value 
of farm property in Ontario, in propor- 
tion to population.

THANKSGIVING DAY OF 1621. 





SO SAYS REV. DE WITT TALMAGE 


‘The Divine Describes the Similiarties and 
Contrasts Between the Present Day 
Celebration and That of the Filgrim 
Fathers of the Seventeenth Century— 
A Vivid Sketch to Text of“ Be Thank- 
© fal Unte! Him.” ‘

Chicago, Nov. 23.—The similaritics 
andthe contrasts of the approaching 
anniversary with/that celebrated by 
‘the pilgrim‘fathers of the seventcenth 
century are vividly sketched in this 
sermon by Revs Frank. De Witt Tal- 
mage on the text Psalm c, 4, “Be 
ithankful unto him.'* 

"-vPhanksgiving day of 1620 is tho 
theme to-day. “Plymouth rock is the 
pulpit, - The mighty trees ‘of the 
American forests aro.the massive pll- 
‘tars of the sanctuary. The waves of 
the fathomless deep, with their whito 
fingers of foam playing upon the | 
‘muny keys of projecting rock, shall 
lead in the singing. The .bold, blu 
hillsides overlooking the harbor . of 
Plymouth shall . be the auditorium. 
And ywe.shall gather within these four 
walls as worshippers the stern faced, 
dron thuscled and godly"voyagers of 
the Suttle sailing ship Mayflower, 
whose. sacrifices made the pilgrims’ 
first Thanksgiving day a possibility. 
Surely, if © Governor Bradford and 

Sider Brewster and Captain Miles 
Standish and Exlward Winslow | and 
Isaac Allerton and, John Alden and 
_that little band of twoscore and ten 
men and women and children had 
anything to ‘be thankful for 281 
years ago. we now living ought to 
welcome the ‘Thanksgiving day of 
1902 with open arms, After the ex- 
ample of our noble ancestors, whose 
names have made the Plymouth col- 
ony immortal, we should never cease 
to thunk God for the goodnesses and 
the unercies he has showered upon us 
and this land during: the past twelve 
months. 

The frst Thanksgiving day was 
really a harvest: home Sestival, On 
that memorable morning the new 
governor—for John Carver, the first 
governor, had Iately died—personally 
lod his people and guests into the 
house of worship, where a religious 
servico was held. ‘There the psalms 
were sung. There the prayers were 
offered, ‘There Elder William Brews- 
ter thanked God that he who had 
fed the flying birds and had clothed 
with fur tho wild beasts of the for- 
ests had fed and clothed and pro- 
tected them. Then tho rest of the 
day was spent as a home day, as © 
day of feasting and frolic and fun. 

Yes, even among all thcir sorrows 
and troubles the pilgrim fathers had 
many, many blessings surrounding 
them on that first Thanksgiving day, 
And it is to catalogue some of their 
-ancient blessings, as well as some of 
the multitudinous blessings of ~ our 
own time, that I preach this sermon, 

The pilgrim fathers rejoiced in re- 
ligious liberty. ‘They rejoiced that 
they could not only worship Christ 
in their own way and according to 
their own belicf, but also because as 
Congreyationalists they could select 
their own pastors.and clders and 
deacons and have their own kind. of 
church government. It was in order 
to win this religious liberty that the 
litle band of-piigrims first endured 
the persecutions in the village of 
Scroaby, England, It was to. win 
this kind of religious liberty that in 
1609 they emigrated from the “Eng- 
lish shores and became exiles in Am- 
sterdam. It was in order to win 
this religious liberty tHat the little 
band of pilgrims in 1610 broke away 
from Amsterdam and, under - their 
pastor, the fainous John Robinson, 
went to Leyden, and! it was in order 
to’ win this religious liberty that tha 
immortal 102 passengers of the May- 
flower finally crossed the seas’ and 
emigrated to a new and unknown 
world. ‘Religious liberty means nore 
than life and coinfort and money to 
trong, consecrated inen. It means 
thelr cOmbined temporal and spiritual 
existence. Jt means so much that 
though one-third of that. memorable 
pilgrim’ band dicd the first month af- 
ter they had landed upon the Ameri- 
ean shores and though all at one 
time were helpless on account of sick- 
ners except seven men and women, 
yet when the time came for the sail- 
ing of the Mayflower back to Eng- 
land not one. of the survivora would 
return to their old home,  cven 
though Governor John Carver and 
the company were ready to Iet any 
one go who. would. They thanked 
God for religious liberty, even though 
the dead sleeping upon Burial Hill 
outnumbered, the living. They thank- 
ed God for religious Nberty,  -even 
though, to protect it, they had to 
go to church armed. While the main 
congregation prayed with their ‘eyes 
shut, their sentinels on guard had to 
pray with their keen, vigilant eyes 
wido open. 

- ‘The »pilgrim fathers on America’s 
first Thanksgiving day rejoiced be- 
cause their harvests were ‘all. gather- 
ed in. Never did men and women 
and children work harder than those 
sturdy disciples of Christ during the 


America. They were strict “in 
rigid observance of the Lord’s day 
as a day of rest, Homer J. Webster 
tells us that as a result of their 
teachings in the latter part of their 
first century in America a “Captain 
Kemble of Doston, who kissed his 
wife on Ais doorstep on Sunday on 
his return from a three years" ab- 
sence, was fined for ‘Iewd and un- 
seemly behavior," ’ and that a Dun- 
stabjJo soldicr was fined 40 shillings 
‘for wetting a piece of an old hat to 
put into his shoes to protect his foot 
on the Lord's day.”’. But, though the 
pilgrim fathers. were strict observers 
of the Lord’s day as a day of rest, 
they just as rigidly believed that the 
other six days of the week should be 
days of hard and exhausting work, 






















first ten months of ‘their sojourn in. 
the 


‘They prectically worked all the time 
except. Sunday. and as a result of 
that first summer's work we find 
that.those’ twenty-one men not only 
built seven houses and: fotir’ public: 
bulidings, ingluding the fort, but they. 
also ‘cleared’ much of that rough New 
England soil. ‘They sowed twenty- 
one acres’ with corn, six.acres with 
wheat. ryo and baricy and surround- 
ed their homes with garden plots. _ 

Buz after the pilgrim fathers ~ had 
done all this work what was the re- 
sult of their ingathered harvest? En- 
ough to keeje future famine from their 
doors? Enough to let them'sit down 
and thereafter enjoy a season of casc 
and rest? Oh, not The New England 
solJ, even under’ the brightest condi- 
tions, never yields a great harvest. 
The first harvest which the white 
men gathered dn Massachusetts land 
was very small. The New England 
pilgrims knew they did not havo, as 
Joseph had in Egypt, their store- 
houses full enough to defy 
seven years of want. ‘I[ncy knew 
thet unless help came soon they 
would have to face starvation. 
“.Muny a tine,’ wrote the uuthor of 
“The Pilgrim Fathers of New Eng- 
larid,"". *they went to bed to rest 
without knowing whence the next 
day’s food was to come,” How they 
sere to live until the next harvest 
tafe round it’ was an impossibility 
to’say.’’) Yet those godly. men on 
Plymouth’s first Thanksgiving day 
were able to: thank God that he bad 
given to them enough food up to the 
present time and a Jand where they 
could ultimately carn » competency 
if not a superabundance. They thark- 
ed him for the past; they trusted God 
for, the future. q 

My friend, there ought to be a les- 
son for you in the pilgrim’s fathers’ 
gratitude to-God for’ the supplying 
of<their necessary — temporal: wants. 
You may not have a big bank  ac- 
count nor enough money to keep you 
in caso if you ceased to work: but. 
like the pilgrim fathers of old, on 
this Thanksyiving day of 1902 you 
can thank God that you have’ a 
home in which to live, no matter how 
humble that home may be. You can 
thank. God that you have enough 
clothes to keep you warm = and 
enough good, plain, wholesome food 
to eat! Should your-table be simply: 
sprend you can thenk God with the 
same humble, beautiful Christian 
spirit with which Elder William 
Brewster of Plymouth colony gave 
thanks. Although the bread supply 
and the coffee and tea supply and 
nearly all other supplics for months 
had failed, and he and his family for 
weeks at a time were compelicd to 
live upon fish alone, yet William 
Brewster used to gather his children 
about his table and utter a devout 
grace. With nothing but clams and 
oysters for breakfast, dinner and tea 
month in and month out, William 
BrewSter used to. thank God ‘‘that 
they were permitted to enjoy the 
abundance of the sea and the treas- 
ures hid in the sand.”” 

The pitgrim fathers rejoiced be 
cause they had removed their child- 
ren from the sinful temptations of a 
foreign land. They themeelves were 
menand women of sterling and un- 
impeachable integrity. They were 
just as willing to lay down their lives 
gs,Dartyrs for Jesus Christ, in Ley- 
den, in 1620, as were their’ three fel- 
Jow townsiwen, Henry Barrows, John 
Greenwood and John Penry, who, in 
1593, laid down their lives in Eng- 
land; but, though the pilgrim fathers 
might be ready to die for. ‘Christ, 
their undeveloped children, on ac- 
count probubly of the intluence of 
their forcign surroundings, were not 
always of the same mind. Their sons 
and daughters sometimes drifted 
away from the principles of their 
fathers. ‘They not only fell into the 
sinfulhabits of this European city, 
but they marricd the sons and daugh- 
ters of the foreigners. ‘They enlisted 
in the foreign navies and went forth 
asfreo lances to the foreign wors, 
and it was in order to save their own 
flesh and blood from the sinful 






























con- 
tact of the, “uncircumcised Philis- 
tines,’ as well as for religious Mb- 


erty, that the pilgrim fathers tirned 
their backs upon the land of their 
adoption and the homes of _ their 
friends. Taking our little children's 
faces botween our two hands and 
looking lovingly and carnestly into 
the depths of their pure eyes, can wo 
not be thankful that both we and 
they are living in Christian commun- 
ities where human affections are held 
sacred and where purity is not an 
oddity and practicully monopolired, 
asofold, by a few Vestal virgins 
consecrated to lifelong service in a 
heathen temple? Can we not thank 
God that our citildren are nov 
breathing the morally depraved at- 
mosphere of some less fortunate 
land whose daughters nre sold Like 
chattels. never c¥en secing nuptial 
day, and where a wife is regarded as 
disgracing a family when she be- 
comes the mother of a daughter -in- 
stead of*a son? em 
We place a priceless value upon the 
physical lives of our children. Shall 
we not also place a priceless value 
upon their spiritual welfare? How 
smech we value them few of us realize 
until weare brought face to face 
with the sore trial of parting . from 
them. I used to consider myself “a 
poor man financially until a few 
years ago. I never do so now after 
the following experience: I had been 
Visiting my mother in the cast and 
was returning with my wife and little 
'daughter to my Pittsburg home. Be 
ing very tired from overwork, I lay 
down in the cars to sleep. Meanwhile 
my little baby daughter began to 
smile at a stern 
across the aisle. She held. out her 
thands for him to. take her. After 
awhile his face lighted up with an 
answering sinile. He took the taby 
on his lap and played with her hour 
after hour. As we neared the Smoky 
City this stern faced man came to 
me and said: “Young man, I do not 
know who you are, but here is my 
card. Iamone of the wealthiest. men 
in Milwaukee. IL have 
that money can buy, but I have a 
home without any children. Young 
man, you can thank God that you 
have a family. And if you arg will- 
ing to give me this baby ard Ict me 
adopt her I will give you a certified 
cheque for $50,000, and sh» shall te 
my daughter and inherit all that 
bave.”’ » Of course I refii:ed the ofer. 
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faced man reading’

Shall 
we not joice* that on account of 
their spiritual. advantages after their’ 
life’s work is done they will associate 
with us inthe great harvest “honic,- 
where an ¢ternal Thanksgiving day 
Shall be spent in the green pastures 
and by the still waters of heaven? 
‘The pilgrim fathers rejoiced in the 
hope that they “should soon be re- 
united with their loved ones who 
were left behind in Leyden. ‘The whole 
community of pilgrims which in 1610. 
settled in Leyden did not’ cross the 
Atlantic in° 1620, as many people 
suppose. No.’ Only a sinallpart— 
120 men, woinen and childrén came 
first. Tho vast majority of that 
‘community, remained dehind. And so 
these American pilgrims on Ply-, 
mouth's first Thanksgiving day were 
living in the hope that’ John ‘Robin- 
son and the absent members of his 
spiritual flock would’ soon be by their 
side. They did not then know that 
death would first claim their tcloved 
pastor and that his bones would be 
buricd In the little churchyard which 
his preaching has made world faim- 
ous and which is to-day the Mecca of 
many a pilgrim. ‘They did not realize 
that most of their carthly friends 
would never meet beside the waters 
ofthe new world. But they (did 
know, and they rejoiced in the knaw- 
ledge, that, whether at the foot of 
Plymouth rock or at the foot of the 
great white throne of God, they 
would mect again. And if they did 
not meet again until they were 
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.|-clear-and clean. |" Try them, and there

Of this quan- 
tity 1,383,375 tons came from the 
Vancouver Island: fields, ‘the remain- 
der being yielded by the minca of the 
Crow's Nest Pass. By far the larg- 
er part of the British Columbia coal 
is sold outside of Canada, to pur- 
chasers in California, the .Hawalian 
Islands, andAlaska. ~The China and 
Australian: steamships. are also large 
consumers. In 1900 California took 
766,917 tons, which was somewhat 
more than’ half the yield of the Brit- 
ish Columbia mines for that year. 
The Nanaimo, the Wellington, the 
Union, and the Alexandria are. the 
great’ collieries of Vancouver Island. 
‘The goal produced on the island is -of 
ahatd bituminous varicty, more 
closely resembling the Welsh © coal 
than that of Ohio. 1t is of a high 
grade, both for steam and coking 
purposes, and is Jargely used for 
house heating. At Nanaimo the prin- 
cipal mine is directly on the shore 
and the galleries are pushed out far 
under the water, so that as at Cape 
Breton, vessels may ‘Joad “with coal 
thatis oxtracted immediately | be-, 
neath them. The producing mincs are 
in the hands of private companies. 

Mr. J, McEvoy, an official of the 
Geological Survey, made a report: on 
tho Crow’s Nest coal field in the 
Rocky Mountains, which he explored 
for the purpose in °1900. He esti- 
mates tho extent of thecoal arca 
there at. 230 square miles, or 147,- 
‘200 acres. He culculaten that the 
yield per acre should be 153,480 tons 
of 2,240 pounds, and the total yield 
22,595,200,000 tons. Of this area 
50,000 acres is owned by the Doniin- 
ion, the remainder belonging to the 
Crow's Nest Pass Company and the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company. 
In 1900 the Crow's Nest Pass Com- 
pany raised 206,803 tons, of which 
47,353 tons were for cokemaking 
purposes. There were exported to the 
United States 7,068 tons* of coal 
and 338,958 tons of coke, the remain- 
der of the output being sold in Cann- 
on. Geologists report upwards of 50 
workable scams of coal in the Crow's 
Nest region. ‘These scams vary in 
thickness from 4 to 3O feet, and 
about one-third of them are cannel; 
the remainder bituminous. Some 
years ago Dr. Selwyn, at that time 
director of the Geological Sarvey, es- 
timated the coal there at 75,000,- 
000,000 tons, more than three times 
the quantity Mr. WMcEvoy places it 
at. Mr, MecEvoy’s figures are consid- 
cred very conservative. Analysis of 
coals from the pass have been 
made by the Geological Survey. They 
show from 67 ‘per cent to 69 per 
ceot. of fixed carbon. Other analysis 
are said to have shown as much as 
78 to 80 per cent, of carbon present. 
Acoke containing 93 per cent. of 
carbon has been obtained’ from 
Crow's Nest coal. A portion of the 
Crow's Nest deposit extends into Al- 
herta diStrict. Upon this extension 
the British Ainerica Coal Company 
has done a great deal of prospecting. 

Besides the spur, from the Crow's 
Nest coal fields, there-are other de 
posits in the Northwest Territorics. 
In Alberta there ure mines at Leth- 


bridge, Anthracite, Canmore, and 
Edmonton. Farther to the cast are 
the’Souris imines, About half the 


total production is taken by the Ca- 
nadian Pacific Railway Company. It 
has not yet reached half a million 
tons in one year. The anthracite coal 
near Banff is quite oqual to that of 
Pennsylvania, and is used™or car 
heating and for domestic consump- 
tion. An almost smoxeless conl is 
that produced at Canmore, The Galt 
coal mines at Lethbridge yield a good 
bituminous coal, well adapted for 
railway uses. 1t was estimated by 
Dr. Dawson that the coal measures 
stretching from Lethbridge, © cast- 
ward, along the American border to 
Manitoba, cover 15,000 square miles. 
In the Yukon district there are num- 
erous lignite areas, fram which coal, 
yielding 40 per cent. of fixed carbon, 
is mincd. 

In 1901 the Dominion Coal Com- 
Pany raised 3,561,783-tons from its 
Cape Breton mines. Of this quan- 
tity 863,642 tons were delivercd at 
St. Lawrence ports, and about 600,- 
000 tons was exported to the United 
States, Altogether, in 1901, there 
was produced in Nova Scotia 3,800,- 
000 tons. Tho Nova Scotia Stcel and 
Coal Company is a large producer. 
Its chief property is at Sydney 
mines, Cape Breton, In Inverness 
County considerable progress has 
been made in developinent. — Pictou 
County mines and those of Cumber- 
land County are productive. Ten or 
twelve companies are raising coal jn 
Nova Scotia. : 

The ntines held by the Dominion 
Coal Company are: under a lease 
from the Provincial Government, to 
which the company \pays a royalty. 
Ina statement, made under examino- 
tion, by Dr. FE. L. Slocum, of the 
Pittsburg Gas Enyinecring Company, 
before a committee of the Massachu- 
setts Legislature, the coal of tho In- 
ternational mine of Nova Scotia was 
ranked about equal in value to the 
best product of Pennsylvania mines. 

From the Duke of York, to whom 
the coal Jands of Nova Scotia were 
granted by King William IV., under 
an Act of the Royal prerogative, 
they passed. by lease to the Gencral 
Mining Association. in 1826. The 
lease called for the payment to the 
Duke of a royalty of Is. a ton. For 
atime the General Mining Associa- 
tion had g monopoly of coal produc- 
tion in Nova Scotia. Active *mining 
was begun in 1830, In 1857 the 
Duke of York's lease was surrender- 
ed} and the mints now operated by 
the Dominion Coal Company became 
the property of the’ Province. - By 
the Province they were leased to tte 
Dominion Coal Company. But | the

Our Deposits ef Binek Diamonds Are in 

“the Yar East and the Far West 

is Area of Production, 

Canada’s coal deposits arc in the 
far East and the far West. That\is 
why we in Ontario) are dependeat ip- 
on the United States for our, supply. 

In tho year 1900’ the output “of the 
British Columbia coal mines amount- 
ed to 1,590,179 tons. Of this quan- 
tity 1,383,875 tons came from the 
Vancotver Island" fields, the remain- 
der being yiclded by. the mines of the 
Crow's Nest Pass. By far the larg- 
er part of the’ British Columbia coal 
is sold outside of Canada, to pur- 
chasers in California, the Hawaiian 
Islands, and/Alaska. The China and 
Australian steamships are ulso large 
consumérs.. In 1900 California took 
766,917 tons,-which was somewhat 
more than’ half the yield of the Brit- 
ish Columbia mincg for that year. 
The Nanaimo, the Wellington, the 
Union, and the Alexandrian are the 
great collieries of Vancouver Island. 
‘The coal produced on the island is -of 
ahard bituminous varicty, more 
closely resembling the Welsh coal 
than that of Ohio. It is of a high 
gtade, both for steam and coking 
purposes, and is largely used for 
house heating. At Nanaimo the prin- 
cipal mine is directly on the shore 
and the galleries are pushed out far. 
under the water, so that ax at Cape 
Breton, vessels may ‘load with coal 
thatis  cxtracted {fmmediatcly — be- 
neath them. The producing mincs are 
in the hands of © private companies. 

Mr. J, McEvoy, an official of the 
Geological Survey, made a report on 
the Crow’s Nest coal ficld in the 
Rocky Mountains, which he explored 
for the purpose in “1900. He esti- 
mates the extent of thecoal area 
there at 230 square miles, or 147,- 
200 acres. He) culculates that the 
yleld per acre should be 153,480 tons 
of 2,240 pounds, and the total yicld 
22,595,200,000 tons. Of this arca 
50,000 acres is owned by the Domiin- 
fon, the remainder belonging to the 
Crow’s Nest Pass Company and tho 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company. 
In 1900 the Crow's Nest Pass Com- 
Pany raised 206,803 tons, of which 
47,353 tons were for coke~making 
purposes. There were exported to the 
United States 7,968 tons’ of coal 
and 38,958 tons of coke, the remain- 
der of the output being sold in Cana- 
Gq. Geologists report upwards of 50 
workable scams of coal in the Crow's 
Nest region. These scams vary in 
thickness from 4 to 3O feet, and 
about one-third of them are cannel, 
the remainder bituminous, Some 
years ago Dr. Selwyn, at that time 
director of the Geological Survey, es- 
“timated the coal there at 75,000,- 
000,000 tons, more than three times 
the quantity Mr, McEvoy placcs it 
at. Air, McEvoy's figures are consid- 
ered very conservative, Analysis of 
coals from the pass have been 
made by the Geological Survey. They 
show from 67 per cent to 69 per 
ceot. of fixed carbon. Other analysis 
are said to have shown as much as 
78 to 80 per cent. of carbon present. 
Acoke. containing 932 per cent. of 
carbon has been obtained — from 
Crow's Nest coal. A portion of the 
Crow’s Nest deposit extends into Al- 
berta district. Upon this extension 
the British Ainerica Coal Company 
has done a great deal of prospecting. 

Besides the spur from the Crow's 
Nest coal fields, there are other de 
posits in the Northwest Territorics. 
In Alberta there ure imines at Leth- 
bridge, Anthracite, Canmore, and 
Edmonton. Farther to the cast are 
the’Souris amines. About half the 
total production is taken by the Ca- 
nadian Pacific Railway Company. It 
has not yet reached half a million 
tons in one year. The anthracite coal 
near Banff is quite equal to that of 
Pennsylvania, and is used for car 
heating and for domestic consump- 
tion. An almost smoxcless coal is 
that produced at Canmore. The Galt 
coal mines at Lethbridge yield a good 
bituminous coal, well adapted for 
railway uses. It was estimated by 
Dr. Dawson that the coal measures 
stretching from Lethbridge,  cast- 
ward, along the Amwrican border to 
Manitoba, cover 15,000 square miles. 
In the Yukou district there ure num- 
crous lignite areas, from which’ coal, 
‘yielding 40 per cent. of HX carbon, 
fs mincd. 

In 1901 the Dominion\Coal Com- 
pany raised 2,561,783 tons from ita 
Cape Breton mines. Of this quan- 
tity 863,633 tons were delivered at 
St. Lawrence ports, and about 600,- 
000 tons was exported to the United 
States. Altogether, in 1901, there 
was produced in Nova Scotia 3,800,- 
000 tons. The Nova Scotia Steel and 
Coal Company is o large producer. 
Its chief property is at Sydney 
mines, Cape Breton, In Inverness 
County considerable Progress has 
been madcin developinent. Pictou 
County mines and those of Cumber- 
land County are productive. Ten or 
twelve companies are raising coal in 
Nova Scotia. 

The mines held by tho Dominion 
Coal Company are under a lease 
from the Provincial Government, to 
which the company pays a royalty! 
Ina statement, made under examina- 
tion, by Dr, F. L. Slocum, of the 
Pittsburg Gas Engineering Company, 
before a committey of the Massachu- 
Setts Legislature, the coal of the In- 
ternational mine of Nova Scotia was 
ranked about equal in value to the 
best product of Pennxylvania mines. 

From the Duke of York, to whom 
the coal lands of Nova Scotia. were 
granted by King William IV., under 
an Act of the Royal prerogative, 
they passed by Iease to the Gencral 
Mining Association in 1826. Tho 
lease called for the payment to the 
Duke of a royalty of 1s. a ton>>-For 
atime the General Mining Associa- 
tionhad qa monopoly of coal produc- 
tion in Nova Scotia. Active *mining 
“was begun in 1830, In 1857 the 
Duke of York's lease was surrender- 
¢d} and the mints now operated by 
the Dominion Coal Company became 
the property of the Province. By 
the Province they were leased to tre 
Dominion Coal Company. But the 
Gencral Mining <Association—a Brit- 
ish corporation—retained ‘the (coal 
fields at Sydney mines—an extremely 
Valuable property—until a few years 
ago. when they were purchased by 
the Nova Scotia Stech and Coal Com 
Dany.

STATZMENT REGARDING BREAK 
IY NEGOTIATIONS. 








Ready to Go On Before the Commis- 
sioners, and Have No Fear as to 
Besult. 


Scranton, Nor. 27-—Quite in contrast 
with the happy faces of the independ- 
ent operators’ committee when it re- 
turned from New York last night were 
the countenances of the miners’ repre- 
sentatives when ther returned 
from their disappointing trip to Wash- 
ington. How the latter view the sud- 
den and surprising turn of affairs is 
well set forth in the following statement 
issued by Messrs, Darrow, and 
Lloyd, the miners’ attorneys, who ac- 

inied Mr. Mitchell to Washington: 
he commission adjourned for ten 
days, in pursuance of an arrangement 
between the parties, to give opportunity 
for conciliation on account of a tele- 
gram, which, we understand, was writ- 
ten by George F. Baer, in the presence 
of and with the consent of every rail- 
road concerned, and was signed by 
Wayne MacVeigh. This telegram was 
written after a careful reading of the 
tentative agreement, which had been pre- 
pared and written by counsel of both 
parties, and which had beon submitted 
to the commission. At the request of 
Mr. MacVeagh, Messrs. Mitchell, Dar- 
row and Lloyd went to Washington to 
consult upon some minor detaila of the 
agreement. There was no friction or im- 
portant disagreement between the par- 
ties at the mecting in Washington. 
Later in the day, and after the confer- 
ence in New York with the independent 
operators, Mr. MacVeagh, received 2 
telegra m calling off all negotiations, and 
ing that the matter be settled by 

the commission in a regular hearing.

Judge Gray stating that the main fea- 
tures of the contract were acceptable 
was the same man who signed the tele- 
is to Wayne MacVeagh, three or four 

later, stating that negotiations 
must end. A.copy of the tentative 
agreement is in the hinds of Wayne Mac- 
Veagh, Mr. Willeox of the Delaware & 
Hudson Company, Carroll D. Wright, 
and probably Mr. Baer. We can sre no 
reason for the expression of any opin- 
ion; the facts speak for themselves, We 
have been ready at all times to.consult 
with anyone interested and make any 
reasonable adjustment, but we have no 
anxiety whaterer over the case or its 
results, and shall be ready for business 
when the commission again meets.”
